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Maurer 
offers 

peek at 
revenue

With preliminary revenue projec- 
tions in, level-funding should be the 
watchword for the Fiscal Year 1994 
budget, says Town Manager W. Chad- 
wick Maurer. 

Ata total of $32,977,000, revenue is 
projected to come in for Fiscal Year 
1994 at $1,198,000 over Fiscal Year 
1993, says Maurer. However, 
increased expenses totalling 
$900,000 is expected for collective 
bargaining settlements alone and 
will likely outstrip any real gains on 
the revenue side. “Unless there's 
some change in the revenue projec- 
tions, my intention is to develop a 
budget with the revenue available,” 
said Maurer. 

The municipal Free Cash, $450,000 
of which 1s certified, and an addi- 
tional $185,000 from the Water and 
Sewer Free Cash will be used in pre- 
paring the FY‘94 budget. According 
to Maurer, Water and Sewer Free 
Cash has traditionally been used to 
offset water and sewer costs and for

Town manager balks at NESWC bill

Town officials continue to haggle 
with the NESWC executive board 
over the final figures of a $7 million 
settlement now past due and ques- 
tion whether that board's decision- 
making process is flawed. 

“No one has ever satisfied me that 
a vote was taken on this issue,” said 
Town Counsel Wade Welch in a tele- 
phone interview. Welch’s statement 
came in response to a memo given to 
the selectmen at their Jan. 4 meeting. 
The memo, from North East Solid 
Waste Committee (NESWC) acting 


Executive Director Robert W. Maro- 
ney stated, “At today’s meeting (Dec. 
29), the Executive Committee voted 
on the method of payment that will 
be used to calculate each Contract 
Community's arbitration settlement 
amount... MRI will be mailing the 
invoices shortly.” 


Winchester officials now feel they 
were misled by several NESWC 
board members between the 
announcement of the settlement in 
November and the Dec. 29 memo ask- 
ing for payment. That November 
arbitration ruling awarded Massa- 
chusetts Refusetech Inc. (MRI),

Raccoon 
Highway

A Highway Department worker 
had a close escape from a probably 
rabid raccoon last Wednesday, when 
the animal attacked the truck he was 
driving on Raleigh Road in Belmont. 

Rick Bemis, a Highway foreman, 
was driving down Common Street 
when he saw a raccoon in the middle 
of Raleigh Road. Bemis, whose 
duties include removing dead ani- 
mals, turned up Raleigh to 
investigate. 

“At first I thought the raccoon 
might be dead, but when | drove up lo 
it, it sat there looking up at me. | said 
to it, ‘Get out of the road before you 
get hit!’ Then it leapt at the truck and 
grabbed onto the mirror frame, mak- 
ing a lot of noise, being very aggres- 
sive. It was definitely going to bite me 
if it got in the truck.” 

Bemis said he rojled up the open 
window wilh one hand while throw-

ing the truck’s transmission in 
reverse, shaking off the animal. 

The raccoon was not immediately 
deterred, however, and followed 
Bemis’ truck as he backed up. “I 
backed up faster, trying to keep it in 
view ... Then it ran under a parked 
car.’ Bemis radioed for assistance, 
calling for the animal control officer. 
The last he saw of the raccoon was 
when it ran into a front yard. 

“It was kind of scary,” Bemis said. 
“I've scen a lot of raccoons — we 
raised one when I was a kid -- but 
I've never had one come at me like 
thal. He was trying hard to get in the 
truck.” 

Because the animal control officer 
was not on duty, Health Director 
John Malone responded to the scene. 
Malone said Tuesday that he failed to 
find the animal. Bemis added that 
several subsequent searches by town 
officials also failed to locate the

million in additional revenues to be 
paid by the 23 members of NESWC. 


“I was ripping when I saw this 
memo (of payment due) because of 
what everyone had told me, " Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer told 
the Star. Maurer said he had been 
told on several occasions that the 
allocation for the communities was 
still open to discussion. Those dis- 
cussions took place once in a meeting 
on Nov. 16 and then in a subsequent 
conference call on Dec. 23 with 
Arlington Town Manager Don Mar- 
quis, Moroney and other NESWC 


representatives. Maurer said Mar- 
quis, who is a NESWC executive 
board member, said the allocation 
had not yet been determined. “‘Mar- 
quis told me that Winchester was 
holding up the bil] (for refinancing),” 
said Maurer. Moroney and the arbi- 
ters involved in the case also said, 
“this has to pass now, and we'll work 
it out later on.” 

However, in an interview with 
Dick Spiers, a member of the 
NESWC Executive Board, the Star 
learned that a vote on the settlement 
allocation took place at a meeting of 
the Executive Board on Nov. 19, 
which is prior to the release of the 


settlement information on Nov. 25. 
No vote has been taken by the entire 
Advisory Board. A meeting is sche- 
duled for Jan. 12 and according to 
Winchester's NESWC representative 
Edward Barker, a vote will now be 
taken at his request. 

According to Spiers, the vote that 
was taken by the Executive Board 
recommended to the Advisory Board 
that the formula be based on whi- 
chever was larger, actual tonnage or 
guaranteed annual tonnage. He said 
therefore there was no vote taken on 
Dec. 29 as was stated in Moroney's

Taxation without representation: 
Shannon misses Key tax vote

State Sen. Charles Shannon (R- 
Winchester), who has campaigned on 
the promise to oppose all tax 
increases, was not present when a 
tax increase, which will cost state 
residents $30 million, passed the 
Senate by one vote. 


The vote for a doubling of the 
state’s deeds excise tax, which 
affects home sellers, was an override 
of Gov. William Weld's veto earlier 
this year. The House overrode the 
veto in September. The Senate over- 


rode the veto exactly by the 2/3 mar- 
gin necessary, 24-12, in the late hours 
of Jan. 4, the second-to-last day of the 
legislative year. 

Shannon voted for other measures 
that evening but left the State House 
to attend Mayor Michael] Capuano's 
state of the city address at Somerville 
City Hall. Shannon is the senator for 
Winchester, Somerville, and 
Medford. 


“No controversial measures were 
supposed to be taken up,” Shannon 
told the Star. “I left here with the 
belief that they were taking vot- 
es ... that did not affect this district.” 


The bill will raise the excise tax 
from $2.28 per $1,000 to $4.56 per 
$1,000. The average tax on a home in 
Winchester will go from $724.56 to 
$1,449.13. 

The funds will be earmarked to 
county correction facilities. The tax 
had been implemented previously in 
1989 but lapsed in June. The state 
Legislature passed a bill this year 
that extended the tax, but it was vet- 
oed by the governor. 

Shannon said the two Republicans 
who voted with the Senate leader- 
ship were to blame for the tax 
increase. “I would have voted with 
the governor,” said Shannon.

Planners approach TM on parking bylaws

Some changes to the town’s park- 
ing laws, which will affect any struc- 
ture that may be built in Winchester, 
could come before Spring Town 
Meeting as the Planning Board eva- 
luates the town’s zoning bylaws. 

The Planning Board is considering 
some changes to the town's parking 
by-laws, which require a newly built 
structure to have a cerlain number of 
parking spaces depending on what 
type of building it is. 


The Planning Board broughi a 
similar zoning amendment to Spring 
Town Meeting 1992 but was unsuc- 
cessful in passing it. The board was 
baraged by questions by Town Meet- 
ing members about the implications 


of the new by-laws, and when they 
did not give answers that satisfied 
the Town Meeting members, the 
amendments died. “It seemed so 
simple ... (but) it turned itself into 
something large,” said board mem- 
ber Donna D'Agostino at the board’s 
Jan. 4 meeting. 


The board considered bringing 
these amendments back to Fall Town 
Meeting but felt they needed more 
time to study them. 


Two of the biggest sticking points 
at Town Meeting were parking 
spaces for churches and day cares. 
“It's like we're anti-church and anti- 
day care,” noted D’Agostino about 
last year's Town Mecting debate. 

Town Meeting members were 
afraid their churchs could not meet 


the parking requirements. 
D'Agostino pointed out thal the new 
parking zoning regulations would not 
affect current buildings, but Town 
Meeting members were afraid of the 
implications if one of their churehs 
burnt down and had to be rebuilt. 

The day care regulation was 
attacked by those who felt it was an 
undue burden to force a person who 
was minding children to provide 
parking spaces. However, D'Agostino 
stressed that regulations differenti- 
ate between day cares with 6 or Iess 
children, who would not be affected 
by parking regulations. 


Board members felt ambushed at 
Town Meeting especially consider- 
ing they held public hearings that 
were sparsely attended. “The agen- 
das of most people seem to take pre- 
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cedent over the town,” said board 
member Daniel Chane. 

The board agreed they would study 
the proposals and be prepared for 
questions from Town Mecting mem- 
bers. “I would like lo see us get stron- 
ger when we present these to Town 
Meeting,” said Chance. 

The board will be holding special 
sessions to study the parking ques- 
tions. The Planning Board is current- 
ly reviewing the zoning by-laws of 
towns similar to Winchester. 


Also on the Town Meeting agenda 
could be zoning changes in the height 
of structures and non-conforming 
structures. The height amendments 
would change not the maximum 
allowed height of a building but 
would change what is considered the 
height of the top of the building.

Winchester families 
connect internationally

Some Winchester residents are 
getting a valuable education from 
MIT, not from professors but from 
students. 

More than a dozen Winchester 
families are hosts to foreign students 
altending MIT. The host families do 
not house students, but they do assist 
the students with things like Ameri- 
can culture, the English language, 
and academics. Socially, tiie hosts 
and the students may cat meais 
together, tour Boston, or, for ones 
who really hit it off, spend the holi- 
days together. 

The students, lonely and confused 
in a new country, are given comfort 
and assistance. The families also 
receive something — intellectual, 
cultural, and emotional rewards. 
The result is often relationships that 
extend long past the student's tenure 
at MIT. 

“It’s been great for our kids. 

They've benefited from being around 
people ofall races, religions, and cul- 
tures,” said Barbara Potter, who 
along with her husband, Jim, has 
been in the program for 21 years. 
. Lucena Cowgill said her rewards 
are intellectual. She and her hus- 
band, F Brooks, host students from 
the Sloan School of Business. The 
Cowgills, who have interests in inter- 
national economics, discuss the 
European economy over dinner with 
their students. 

One thing every host family spoke 
about was maintaining a relation- 
ship with some students beyond their 
relationship as host families. Hosts 
tell of meeting the sltudent’s family, 
getting inviled to weddings, helping 
them get a job, and visiting the stu- 
dents in their counties. 

Potter said a student from Ghana 
she hosted in 1971 recently returned 
to spend some time around the holi- 
days with his former host family. 
“He's in his forties now,” noted Pot- 
ter. Joanne and Frederick Walther, 
hosts for ten years, had an entire 
Chinese family for a summer. “It’s 
not common, but it worked out very 
well,” said Joanne. 
> Many families consider students 
they've gotten close to part of the 
family. “Some of them are almost 
like our own kids,” said Potter, echo- 
ing a sentiment said by the other host 
Tamilies. 

The span of students who have 
been hosted in Winchester are from 
all over the world. Israel, Lebanon, 
France, Iran, China, Korea, and Ger- 
many are a few of the countries the 
students have come from. 

Another thing host families often 
get is an occasional bil of excitement. 
Many host families were engrossed 
with stories about the student pro- 
tests in Tianneman Square from 
their Chinese guests. “They didn't 
want to go back. They were afraid 
they wouldn't be let back out,” said 
Polter. One Chinese student she 
hosted at that time was ashamed of 
the actions of his government and 
even hid a Time magazine with the 
protest on the cover.

She later had a student who was a 
member of the armed forces in South 
Korea. Once, the North Korean gov- 
ernment dumped piles of communist 


propaganda literature on the South 
Korean army and the student told the 
host family that one of the pieces of 
propaganda had a message from the 
Walther’s missing student promoting 
the North Korean government.

Winchester’s election season may 
hot be met with the same hoopla and 
commotion as the new year, but Jan. 
1 also marks the beginning of nomi- 
nation papers, roof racks, and town 
officials asking for your vote. 

Town Clerk Carolyn Ward 
announced that the following seats 
will be on the ballot on Tuesday, 
March 30. The names following the 
listed offices are the present office 
holders whose terms are expiring: 

A one-year term as town modera- 
tor, John Sullivan; a three-year term 
as a selectman, Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt; a three-year term as a mem- 
ber of the School Committee, Chair- 
man Mark S. Lombardi; a three-year 
term as a member of the Board of 
Health, Chairman Randall Swartz; a 
three-year term as a member of the 
Board of Assessors, Chairman Mark 
A. Lombardi; two three-year terms as 
members of the Planning Board, 
Chairperson Maryann McCall-Taylor 
and Harry Chefalo; two three-years 
(erms as trustees on the Library 
Board, Chairperson Ellen Browning 
and Deborah Pavelle; a five-year 
term as a member of the Housing 
Authority, Pat Wells; and a four-year 
term as representative on the North- 
east Regional Vocational School, 
John Looney. 


Schmitt, who has served six years 
on the Board of Selectmen, has 
already announced he will not seek 
reelection in March. The Star con- 
tacted town officials up for reelec- 
tion and the Clerk's Office and 
received the following responses 
regarding candidates. McCall-Taylor 
will not seek reelection. Swartz, 
Pavelle, Chefalo, Mark A. Lombardi, 
and Sullivan will seek reelection. 
Browning and Mark S. Lombardi are 
undecided. Also, former Finance 
Committee Chairman Ralph Johnson 
has taken out nomination papers for 
the Board of Selectmen. 

In addition to the town-wide seats, 
1/3 of the seats in Town Meeting, 
eight in each of the eight precincts, 
will be up for election. Those posi- 
tion are three-year terms. There is 
also a Town Meeting seat in precinct 
five for one-year as a result of a 
vacancy. 

Nomination papers are now avail- 
able at the clerk’s office in Town 
Hall. Candidates for a town wide 
office need 50 signatures of regis- 
tered voters to get on the ballot. 
Town Meeting candidates need 10 
signatures to get on the ballot. 
Incumbent Town Meeting members 
do not need any signatures and only 
need to notify the town clerk that 
they intend to run for reelection to 
get on the ballot.

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Winchester’s

With the new year upon us we may 
well contemplate the mechanical 
wonder high above us which has wel- 
comed the new year since 1889. 
The E. Howard and Co., No. 2 tower 
clock was purchased for $970 along 
with the great bell cast by the Henry 
McShane Foundry of Baltimore for 
$562 — both being installed at Town 
Hall. 
About 1950, the clock mechanism 
was electrified and with great fore- 
sight, custodian Frank Muraco saved 
all parts removed during the 
conversion. 
After the electrical system was 
damaged by a lightening strike about 
15 years ago, Mr. Bradley Ross of 
Madison Avenue, a lifelong resident 
of the town, repaired it and became 
its unofficial custodian. 
Five years ago, when the clock 
question arcse during Town Hall 
renovations, Mr. Ross, a computer 
* programmer, volunteered his ser- 
vices to totally restore the valuable 
clock. 

Parts long in storage were cleaned 
. and refurbished, the bell was 
* rehung, using sand cast weights 
» made by Ross and Mr. Harry Chefalo.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. Beacon 
Hill Roll Call records local senators’ 
votes on two roll cails and focal 
representatives’ votes on four roll 
calls from sessions prior to the 
Christmas break. There were no roll 
calls in the Senate last week. The 
final two days of the 1992 legislative 
session are Jan. 4 and 5. 


HEALTH CARE (H 5800) — Senate 
33-4, overrode Governor Weld’s veto 
reduction of $386,594 (from $970,196 
to $583,602) in funding for admi- 
nistration of the uncompensated 
care pool. The pool reimburses hos- 
pilals for free care they provide to 
uninsured patients, The veto also 
eliminates language earmarking 
$185,350 to fund a statewide program 
of technical assistance to community 
health centers. Override supporters 
said the $386,594 is necessary to 
administer the program and to help 
community health centers which are 
important to many neighborhoods, 
Opponents said the cut is necessary 
to balance the budget. The House 
overrode the veto several weeks ago 
and therefore the money is now 
restored.

The nine-foot long, 140 pound pen- 
dulum which swings between two 
Noors of Town Hall tower has a com- 
pensatory feature using steel and 
zine which keeps the clock running 
steady despite temperature changes. 

The winding mechanism is to be 
electrified by Mr. Ross — who now 
hand cranks the 400 pound weights 
up the tower weekly to keep the clock 
running. 

As a final touch to his work — and 
to insure historical correctness — 
Ross repainted the great wooden bell 
wheel and the cast-iron clock car- 
riage (with its French style cabriolet 
legs) in the original colors. The pin 
striping on the clock carriage was 
also painstakingly restored by hand. 

As the great pendulum marks time 
into 1993 — a year of further finan- 
cial changes and budget contro] — it 
is well to remember that Winchester 
would not have this rare and beauti- 
ful clock restored and working with- 
out Bradley Ross giving so freely of 
himself and his talents.

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Shannon co-sponsors 
medical records bill 


Sen. Charles Shannon 
(Medford-Somerville-Winchester) a 
member of the Senate Insurance 
Committee, has co-sponsored the fol- 
lowing legislation: An Act Concern- 
ing Health Records Requested From 
Providers by Persons Seeking Bene- 
fits Under The Social Security Act 
and Federal or State Needs-Based 
Benefit Programs. 

Sen. Shannon said, “This legisla- 
tion has been called “The Medical 
Records Bill.” For persons seeking 
federal Medicare coverage or disa- 
bility benefits under Social Security, 
Supplemental Security Income (SSI), 
or Emergency Aid to the Elderly, Dis- 
abled and Children/General Relief 
(EAEDC/GR) programs, copies of 
medical records are essential. For 
example, an older person seeking 
nursing facility coverage under Med- 
icare must prove that the care 
received was medically required and 
related to an earlier hospitalization. 
Such evidence can only be estab- 
lished by medical records from the 
nursing home and hospital. Persons 
seeking disability benefits must pre- 
sent supporting evidence, typically 
records from doctors and hospitals.” 

Sen. Shannon continued, “An 
increasing number of health care 
providers are imposing prohibitive 
charges for access to medical 
records. They can amount to as much 
as $8 to $10 per page or a $80 first 
page copying fee. Individuals, there- 
fore, may be denied critical benefits 
simply because then cannot afford to 
purchase the medical records that 
would document their eligibility for 
these important programs. The prob- 
lem impacts both individuals and the 
state. Persons seeking federal bene-

Ask Michael Recycles 


QUESTION: [ understand that 
Winchester is having a problem with 
contamination of the glass recycling 
bins. What are the state recycling 
mandates for glass and what needs to 
be done to improve our product for 
market? 


ANSWER: As of April 1, 1993, all 
citizens of and visitors to Winchester 
will be required by Massachusetts 
law to recycle their glass jars and 
bottles. Try and imagine how many 
bins of contaminated glass we'll have 
laying around town next year at this 
time sinee we won't even be allowed 
to bury it. Combustion of glass makes 
no sense and will not be allowed. The 
only alternative disposal method for 
rejected loads of glass jars and bot- 
tles will be to use them as an aggre- 
gate in paving “glassphalt" roads. 

There are three grades of recycl- 
able glass: clear, amber (brown), and 
green in order of value in the market. 
Most important to remember is that it 

s “recyclable” glass, i.e. ketchup 
bottles, mayonnaise jars, fruit juice 
containers, no-deposit beverage bot- 
tles, and even that little brown bottle 
of cough syrup. Think of it as the 
glass containers that you get from the 
food store, the liquor store, and the 
drug store. Many of the beverage con- 
tainers in Massachusetts are already 


being recycled through the tremend- 
ously successful bottle-deposit law. 
However, just this glass alone has 
pretty much flooded the market with 
recyclable glass leaving towns such 
as ours very low on the list of reliable 
suppliers of recyclable glass. 

When it comes to preventing conta- 
mination of our recyclable glass 
“product” we would do well to 
remember the saying, when in doubt 
leave it out. That means no light 
bulbs, no broken drinking glasses, no 
cooking ware, and definitely no plate 
glass from when Johnny threw that 
new baseball through the front win- 
dow. These types of glass melt at very 
high temperatures of 4,000 F and 
form very disturbing lumps in the 
recyclable glass which melts at temp- 
eratures of only 2,000 F to 3.000 F 
Metal and plastic are also objection- 
able contaminants, so remember to 
remove the jar lids and bottle caps 
prior to recycling. Hey, and remem- 
ber, no coffee mugs or other ceramics 
cither. That stuffs not even glass, its 
mostly clay. Don't worry about paper 
labels or too much about food scraps: 
a good quick rinse is usually suffi- 
cient since most organics will burn 
olf in the foundry. 

Then comes the fun 
part... throwing the glass into the 
bin! Let’s not lose this unique experi- 
ence by contaminating the recycl- 
able glass bins.

The most important single precau- 
tion, State and town health officials 
agree, is to have your dog or cat vac- 
cinated against rabies. Pets are far 
more likely to interact with rabid 
animals than their owners, and are a 
prime vector for passing the disease 
to humans. 

According to state officials, cats 
are particularly vulnerable to infec- 
tion: during the current epidemic, 
which began in West Virginia 15 
years ago, 10 rabies-infected cats 
have been discovered for every dog 
found to have the disease.

One way is to 
press the orange preset “subject search” button on the keyboard. The com- 
puter will respond as follows:

Enter subject: accounting (Return) 

{nstead of using the preset buttons, you can indicate a subject search by 
using ‘'s” with an “equals” sign.

Good sense 


SPECIAL TO THE STAR 


With the biggest ski season in three 
years predicted this winter, many 
recreational skiers will be at risk for 
injuries due to a lack of skill or physi- 
cal condition. A recession-weary 
public ready to afford skiing again, or 
those who haven't had regular exer- 
cise since skiing the year before, will 
need to take precautions in order to 
avoid sprains, fractures and pulled 
muscles. 


The Sports Medicine Clinic at the 
University of Massachusetts Medical 
Center in Worcester treats skiers for 
a wide range of injuries, from thumb 
sprains to leg fractures to knee liga- 
ment tears. “We see mostly recrea- 
tional skiers and ski teams,” says 
Rosemarie Harris, a physical therap- 
ist whose work with athletes focuses 
on preparing them to re-enter sports. 


Thomas F. Breen, MD, assistant 
professor of orthopedic surgery at 
UMass, and a coach for the Mt. 
Wachusett alpine ski team, attri- 
butes the majority of injuries to ski- 
ing while fatigued, a lack of condi- 
tioning, or poorly-fitted equipment. 
“When you're oul of condition and 
tired, it’s easier to lose control and

fall,” says Breen. “You tend to pick 
up more speed than you can handle.” 


Self-help for strains 


Muscle strain is a common injury 
resulting from tired, under- 
conditioned muscles, and typically 
affects the lower back and quad- 
riceps (thighs). “These are the 
muscle groups getting the most 
stress in skiing,” says Breen. Symp- 
toms of muscle strains can be 
treated initially with ice, to prevent 
swelling, advises Breen. After a day 
or so, apply heating pads and take 
hot showers to relieve soreness and 
reduce inflammation. Over-the- 
counter anti-inflammatory drugs, 
such as ibuprofen, can also help 
reduce muscle inflammation, says 
Breen. 


Getting into shape 


Skiing will not only be safer, but 
also more fun if general aerobic fit- 
ness is achieved. Muscle groups 
especially important to strengthen 
are the abdomen, lower back, quad- 
riceps and hamstrings. “Strong 
quads and hamstrings are especially 
important for stabilizing the knee,” 
says Breen. “The stronger these 


muscle groups, the more protection 
you get against injuries to the knee 
ligaments.” Indoor strengthening 
exercises might include bent-knee 
sit-ups, riding the stationary bicycle, 
or straight-leg raises. 


Avoid the last run 


Injuries from fatigue don’t just 
occur in the less skilled skiers. 
“Skiers tend to overestimate their 
abilities," says Breen. Even the 
more experienced skiers will choose 
trails beyond their ability, or pick up 
excessive speed they cannot control. 


The cliche, “avoid the last run,” is 
not bad advice, according to Harris. 
Knee injuries often occur in skiers 
by the end of the day because of 
fatigue,” says Harris. “Once the 
muscles get tired, they can no longer 
serve as the primary stress absor- 
bers, forcing the joint to absorb 
stress.” 

“Fractures — such as those in the 
thumb or shinbone — tend to occur 
more in the novice and intermediate 
skier because the incidence of fall- 
ing is greater,” notes Breen. “It's a 
good idea to take lessons for safety 
and learn how to fall, turn and stop,” 
advises Breen. “You'll! also have 


more fun if you know what you're 
doing.” 


Thumbs vulnerable 


Because the nature of downhill 
skiing lends itself to falling, many 
injuries are difficult to prevent. Dur- 
ing the ski season Breen sees 5-10 
patients a week with torn ligaments 
in the thumb joint. “The thumb is 
vulnerable to injury because of the 
position of the hand gripping the 
pole,” says Breen, who specializes in 
hand surgery. “It's a critical joint to 
have stable for every day use of the 
thumb,” says Breen, who treats the 
injury with a cast, or if severe 
enough, through surgery. Check 
equipment 

In addition to falling and muscle 
overuse, knee injuries also are 
caused by improperly adjusted 
equipment. “I see a lot of people 
whose injuries were related to 
poorly-fitted bindings,” says Breen. 
Bindings must be set so the boot will 
release from the ski when falling. 
Each year, skis should be taken to a 
reputable ski shop to have the bind- 
ings adjusted according to weight, 
length of boot and level of ability. 
Renting equipment from a ski area 
should not be a problem, but it’s not 
good idea to borrow equipment, 
advises Harris.

The Winchester Country Club will 
hold its 36th annual international 
mixed curling bonspiel (or tourna- 
ment) on Jan. 7 through 10, 1993. 

Curling is a game in which four - 
person teams slide polished 40 
pound granite stones down a long 
sheet of ice to a target area. While 
one team member delivers his or her 
stone, the captain (called the skip), 
directs play from the opposite end. 
The other team members sweep the 
ice ahead of the stone to make it go 
farther if needed or to straighten its 
course. do curlers wear skates? No, 
they wear rubber-soled shoes. The 
object is to get stones into the targel, 
or “house”, to knock out opposing 
stones, and to guard friendly stones. 

This ancient game involves a great 
deal of strategy and can be very excit- 
ing. It is very popular in Canada and 
many of the northern United States. 
It is also played in the Scandinavian 
countries, Scotland, England, most 


European countries, and even Aus- 
tralia and Japan. Curling has recen- 
tly been made an Olympic Medal 
Sport, which should broaden its 
appeal and promote increased 
competition.

Ringing in the 
New Year smoke free 


The New Year is ringing in, and 
likely the number one resolution for 
many smokers is to finally quit smok- 
ing. But wanting to quit and actually 
quitting are two separate issues. 
Most people make numerous 
attempts before they are finally able 
to stop smoking. That's because 
smoking is a physical addiction — in 
fact, the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse identifies nicotine as perhaps 
the most addictive drug known to 
man. Quitting often causes painful 
physical and emotional withdrawal 
symptoms, 

“Many patients are sincerely moti- 
vated to stop smoking, but they are 
addicted to nicotine,” says Kenneth 
Tucker, a cardiologist at Winchester 
Hospital. “Once they stop smoking 
they go through a form of nicotine 
withdrawal, also known as nicotine 
fits, when their body starts to crave 
the nicotine that they're no longer 
getting from smoking. This can cause 
agitation, poor concentration, insom- 
nia, increased heart rate and a series 
of other pangs. The symptoms are 
very similar to the withdrawal of 
alcohol and other drugs.” 

Introduced to the market last year, 
a new smoking cessation method is 
now available which can help ex- 
smokers with nicotine cravings. The 
nicotine patch, or nicotine transder- 
mal system, is a skin patch available 
only by prescription. The patch 
replaces the nicotine that ex- 
smokers are no longer getting from 
cigarettes. 


“The patches come in three 
strengths. At the beginning, we 
match the strength of the nicotine 
patch to the amount of nicotine the 
patient would normally take in dur- 
ing a normal day,” says Tucker. 
“After a month, we drop the dosage 
of the patch, Eventually, the patient 
will be sufficiently weaned off nico- 
tine and be able to quit smoking com- 


pletely.” Tucker has a 90 percent 
success rate with his patients who 
have used the patch. Out of 40 
patients, only four went back to 
smoking. He strongly cautions, how- 
ever, that patients who are going to 
continue to smoke should not wear 
the patch, as essentially this would 
double the amount of nicotine the 
patient would normally intake dur- 
ing the day. 

Since ex-smokers need to adjust to 
anew way of life, Tucker emphasizes 
the importance of joining a com- 
prehensive behavioral smoking ces- 
sation program while using the 
patch. “It’s a lonely pursuit for many 
people,” said Tucker. “Even with a 
lot of encouragement from family 
members and with the help of the 
patch, it’s usually not enough to 
break the cycle of addiction.” 

Karen Ewer-Gray, RN, who runs 
Winchester Hospital's Quitters in 
Motion program, an ongoing beha- 
vior modification and support group 
for people who have quit or are try- 
ing to quit smoking, says “It’s very 
hard for a person to completely quit 
without getting support." Gray 
speaks from experience as an ex- 
smoker of 14 years. 

“For many, smoking is a way to 
ease stress, anxiety and frustration 
or limit a craving for food. It's alsoa 
pleasurable reward,” says Gray. “In 
the Quitters in Motion program, we 
address these emotions and help 
people find other ways of relieving 
stress and replace smoking with 
more positive behaviors.” 

Gray mentions that some of the 
participants in the Quitters in 
Motion program have already com- 
pleted the nicotine-reduction series 
ofthe patch, but stay inthe group asa 
means for continued success. 

“A lot of people will choose to be 
smoke-free as a New Year’s resolu- 
tion,” says Gray. “I’d like to think 
we're making it much easier for ex- 
smokers to keep the most important 
promise they'll ever make to 
themselves.” 


Rest for 
the weary 


Everyone has experienced an 
occasional bad night, and a sense of 
weariness the next day, But, when 
does the fatigue signal something 
more serious ~ even potentially 
dangerous — and what can be done 
about it? 


“1 slept 10 or 12 hours a night and 
still felt groggy all day,” says Joan 
Greene, who recently discovered 


that her exhaustion was the result of 


widespread, but highly treatable 
sleep disorder called apnea. Caused 
by blockage in the upper airway, 
apnea makes the sufferer stop brea- 
thing for brief, but frequent, periods 
during the night, Even if the person 
thinks he or she has slept for hours, 
the quality of sleep is poor, and 
severe daytime drowsiness common- 
ly occurs. 

“When I realized that 1 was prob- 
ably falling asleep at the wheel, I 
went to my doctor," Greene recalls, 
Her primary care physician referred 
her to a neurologist, who in turn 
referred her to Winchester Hospi- 
tal’s recently opened sleep laborat- 
ory. Patients sleep at the lab, often 
for one night only, attached to an 
oximeter which is a piece of equip- 
ment that monitors heart rate and 


oxygen in the blood. ‘We also track 
air flow from the nose and mouth, 
brain waves and eye and leg move- 
ments," says Shelly Ayers, the polys- 
omnographic technologist. The 
information enables doctors to make 
a diagnosis and recommend 
treatment. 

“I kind of dreaded going to the lab, 
but it was a piece of cake,” Greene 
recalls, “It’s very private and low 
key. You don’t have to arrive until 
the evening, so it doesn't affect your 
schedule, and you can read or watch 
TV ‘til your usual bedtime. You can 
even take your pillow with you.” 

Prior to Greene's going to sleep, 
Ayers showed her a mask that is a 
highly effective treatment for apnea. 
Called Continuous Positive Airway 
Pressure (c-pap) mask, it runs off a 
small flow generator that keeps the 
upper airway open, Ayers explained 
that if she detected that Greene was 
having frequent episodes of apnea, 
they would place the mask on her 
that night. And that’s what 
happened. 

“The next morning, I felt better 
than I'd felt in ages.” Greene says, 
She was soon provided with a c-pap 
and has used it nightly since. ‘‘Atech- 
nician delivered it and showed me 
how to use it,” she notes. “It has a 
travel bag, so I can take it with me, 
and it’s even adaptable for Europe.

Dear John: It bothers me that 
some mechanics don't spend 
cnough time diagnosing 
intermittent problems such as 
yours. Two years ago, | purchased 
a Mitchell On-Demand Computer- 
ized Repair Manual System. I don’t 


know how mechanics can access 
the technical service bulletins 
without going to the Mitchell 
system. 

Your problem is probably a poor 
clectrical connection. Honda has 
issued a TSB No. HSN-02 for loose

I would not recommnd putting 
in stopleak in the cooling system. 1 
would suggest flushing the cooling 
system every two years and turning 
the heater on a few times during 
the summer to allow the coolant to 
run through the heater core. 

The same advice applies to the 
air conditioner in winter. Ever in 
the cold of winter, run it every once 
ina while.

At 8,000 miles, I began experienc- 
ing an intermittent problem with 
the brakes. 

The symptoms are severe to mild 
vibrations when braking, loss of 
power-assistance when stopping, 
the brake pedal becomes hard to 
push down. Sometimes [ smell a 
burning odor from the front wheel. 

The dealer had replaced the rotor 
and pads on the brakes. In the 
beginning, this problem would only 
subside if I turned the ignition off 
and restarted the car. Now the 
problem corrects itself 90 percent 
of the time by itself. The dealer says 
he can't find anything wrong. 

-George J. 


Dear George: This condition is 
certainly abnormal. The burning 
odor, hard brake pedal, and 
vibrations are al] connected. 

Your car has a complex anti-lock 
braking system (ABS). The 
symptoms you describe are related 
to the hydraulic pressure staying in 
the system, which keeps the brake 
pads pushed against the rotors. My 
suggestion is have your Ford dealer 
contact the zone office for 
assistance. 

There could be an intermittent 
electrical failure with your ABS or 
even a faulty master cylinder. The 
hard brake is caused by either a 
faulty brake booster, vacuum 


problem to the booster or the rotors 
have become so hot and expanded 
that they are rubbing against the 
pad. The only technical service 
bulletin is on newly designed 
rotors. 


Dear Doctor: [ own a 1987 VW 
Jetta with 59,000 miles on it. My 
problem is the heater core is 
leaking, and the local garage said it 
is a $280 job to fix. 
Is this a common problem? 
Jim T. 


Dear Jim: Yes, this is a common 
problem. In fact, it is so common 
that VW has issued a recall on 
Jettas made between August 1984 
and January 1990. 

The campaign number is 
92V050000. The heater blower 
motor can be damaged from the 
moisture, causing the blower 
resistor to burn out from high 
current drawn by the blower motor. 

If you already had your heater 
core replaced, take your bill to your 
VW dealer for reimbursement. If 
you haven't had it replaced, the 
dealer will replace it at no charge 
regardless of the mileage.

Keep your car looking young 


There’s a theory that if you ignore a smudge of jelly on the kitchen wall you'll hardly notice it 
within a week. It's still there, big as life, but your mind has tuned it out. 

So it is, too, with those minor blemishes that can cause premature aging of a car. A parking lot 
scratch on the door doesn't go away, it just rusts.

Keep your car looking young 


There's a theory that if you ignore a smudge of jelly on the kitchen wall you'll hardly notice it 
within a week. It’s still there, big as life, but your mind has tuned it out. 

So itis, too, with those minor blemishes that can cause premature aging of a car. A parking lot 
scratch on the door doesn't go away, it just rusts. A tear in the upholstery, for example, or a worn 
arm rest which gradually gets worse, seem to become part of the decor. 

With normal use and care of mechanical systems, and barring accidents, a car should last far 
longer than its typical average age of about 8 years, reports the Car Care Council, pointing out that 
there are nearly 12 million 15 year old or older cars still in use. Providing information to extend the 
useful life of our nation’s vehicles is the Council's principal role. 

Aging often is a cosmetic factor. The vehicle may be functiona! but its body, inside and out, is in 
such dire need of rehabilitation that it ends up in the junk yard. The car has been neglected to 
death, so to speak; the owner gives up on it. 

Preventing (or reversing) creeping deterioration of a car's appearance is the subject of a free 
pamphlet offered by the Council. Entitled “How to keep your car looking young,” it covers the 
vehicle from sun visor to carpeting, illustrating the various procedures that can add years to a car's 
life.

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Brake technology races forward 


Changes may appear few, but brakes have changed dramatically 


What's new in brake technology 


HICAGO — The technology 
doesn’t seem all that new — 
you put your foot on the brake 
and the car stops. But many 
drivers don't realize that the 

technology behind today’s brakes has 
changed dramatically from only a few years 
ago. 

The biggest change in brakes has been the 
introduction of the new anti-lock brake 
systems (ABS), which are designed to 
improve stopping distance while maintaining 
stecring control on different road surfaces. 

‘These systems are superior lo past brake 
systems because, in ABS-equipped cars, the 
driver (who in many cases is the cause of a 
“lock-up” of the car’s wheels) can be 
effectively taken out of the “panic stop loop.” 
The anti-lock brake system takes over the 
braking process, preventing wheel lock-up 
and skidding and allowing the driver to 
maintain steering control. 


How brakes have changed 


What sets the anti-lock brake systems apart 


from older brake systems are the electronics 
involved. In the past, most brake systems 
Were mechanical in nature. Today, modern 
braking systems use a computer to look at 
wheel rotation and to monitor whether or not 
the driver has applied the brakes. When the 
computer sces that a wheel is about to lock 
up, the computer takes control of the brake 
system to provide maximum braking. The 
driver is then still able to maintain directional 
control of the vehicle. 
The antilock brake system works through: 


- wheel speed sensors which monitor wheel 
rotation; 

+ a computer-controlled hydraulic device 
which pulses the brakes on and off rapidly to 
obtain maximum stopping; 

- and an on-board computer, which controls 
and monitors all aspects of braking. 


“Anti-lock brake systems are one of the best 
features available in today’s automobiles, but 
they require different maintenance than the 
older brake systems,” explains Doug 
Haviland, Midas manager of retail training 
and development. “At Midas, we currently 
offer our technicians programs on

troubleshooting, diagnosing and repairing 
anti-lock brake systems, as well as on the 
computer technology involved in 
understanding and treating problems.” 


How to know when anti-lock 
brakes need repair 


Most of today’s ABS-equipped automobiles 
have an anti-lock warning light, usually 
amber in color. When this is illuminated, it 
signals failure of the the anti-lock brake 
functions — it does not indicate total brake 
system failure, however. The car has lost only 
its ability to use its anti-lock feature, but the 
normal braking system is still functioning. 

When this light is illuminated, the car 
should be thoroughly checked and diagnosed 
by a specialist with training in anti-lock brake 
systems. Of course, if the red brake warning 
light illuminates along with the anti-lock light, 
you should take your car to a repair shop 
immediately. 

“Anti-lock brakes will probably be standard 
in most cars by 1995,” said Haviland. “It's 
important that drivers know all the benefits 
involved and that they make sure lo have the 
ABS components checked during normal car 
inspections, The technology is rather new, so 
drivers should be sure to find technicians 
specially-trained in anti-lock diagnosis and 
repair.”

More than 250 people attended a 
candlelight vigil on the Winchester 
Common to send a message that 
diversity is a welcome aspect in 
Winchester and racism can not be 
tolerated.

Prior to the vigil, Waterbury told 
the Star that he hoped it would be “a 
time for people to come together in 
solidarity.”

Rev. Robert Morris of the Unita-

Search 
narrows 
to two 
for super

The Search Committee has for- 
warded two candidates to the School 
Committee for the position of super- 
intendent, a list which does not 
include acting Superintendent 
Robert Fitzgerald. 

After almost four months of inter- 
views, the 11-member Search Com- 
mittee recommended Dr. Donald G. 
Kennedy, the current superinten- 
dent for the Duxbury school system, 
and Dr. Eileen C. Williams, the cur- 
rent superintendent for the Ray- 
nham school system, as final candi- 
dates for the superintendency. At the 
School Committee’s Jan. 12 meeting, 
School Committee Chairman Mark 
Lombardi said the selection of the 
candidates was “a near unanimous 
consent.” 

Fitzgerald was one of the 56 candi- 
dates who applied for the position. 
Fitzgerald had made the list of 10 
semi-finalists but was not one of the 
two finalists. The Search Committee 
“interviewd 10 people, all of whom 
we felt were qualified to take on the 
superintendency,” Co-Chairman of 
the Search Committee Robert Bros- 
nan told the Star. 

“I understand after discussing it 
with him (Fitzgerald), he is disap- 
pointed, but he does believe 100 per- 
cent in the process we went 
through,” said Lombardi. Lombardi 
thanked Fitzgerald on behalf of the 
committee for filling in the position

Winchester has played out all 
its cards and will now have to 
come up with $432,000 to pay off 
an arbitration settlement to a 
waste management company. 


Winchester officials had 
objected to the funding formula 
used to pay Massachusetts 
Refusetech, Inc. (MRI), the com- 
pany that hauls the town’s trash 
to North Andover. Town Mana- 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer and the

Racial incident prompts 
community outrage 


problem.

Police have charged a white stu- 
dent at Winchester High School with 
spraying a “Mace-like” substance in 
the face of a black student immedi- 
ately after he had been reprimanded 
for using racial slurs in the school 
lunchroom the day before. 

In the days following, school admi- 
nistrators moved quickly to diffuse 
the anger emanating from the stu- 
dent body, and residents reacted 
with embarrassment. Church offi- 
cials called a candlelight vigil 
attended by more than 250 people 
and students began to plan a march, 
in celebration of Martin Luther King, 
Jr.'s birthday. 


The suspect, whose name is being 
withheld because he is a minor, is 
being charged with assault and bat- 
tery with a dangerous weapon and a 
civil rights violation, a state felony 
charge that carries a penalty of up to 
10 years. He has been indefinitely 
suspended from the high school. 


According to Lieutenant Kenneth 
Albertelli, Winchester police were 
called on Thursday, Jan. 7, at 8:30 
a.m. to the high school after the black 
student, who is a participant in the A 
Better Chance (ABC) program, was 
assaulted. According to acting Super- 
intendent Robert Fitzgerald, just 
prior to assaulting the black student, 
the white student had been in a con- 
ference with his father and high 
school Principa] John Ritchie 


regarding an incident at the high 
school on Jan. 6 during a lunch per- 
iod. Fitzgerald said that the previous 
day, “There was a confrontation 
between a group of students and that 
student; words were exchanged that 
were remarks of a racial nature.” 


After the attack on Jan. 7, police 
escorted the suspect and his father 
from the high school. The black youth 
“went to the nurse, and his face and 
eyes were okay,” said Fitzgerald. 
“He was obviously upset, and his 
friends were outraged," he added. 

Immediately after, Ritchie called 
an assembly to discuss the incident 
at the behest of the victim's friends. 
“A group of people plus the victim 
talked about their experience with 
prejudice in general. Many of the 


ABC students, as well as other stu- 
dents sympathetic to the issue of 
intolerance, addressed the student 
body,” said Fitzgerald. 

“This is not an attack on the ABC 
program. It is generally accepted 
well by the students,” said Fitzger- 
ald. ABC is a program, which houses 
and educates high school-age minor- 
ity youths who come from out-of- 
state, to give them educational 
opportunities that would not other- 
wise be available to them. 

“What we're really talking goes 
beyond racial lines; we need to come 
together as human beings,” said Fitz- 
gerald. “The issue is the dignity and 
worth of each individual person...” 

At the assembly, Fitzgerald said

Chairman Mark Lombardi will be 
seeking another three-year term as a 
member of the Schoo!

“T think I would miss it. Ido want to 
continue to serve the community,” 
said Lombardi. 

Lombardi was first elected to the 
School Committee in 1990 when he 
defeated incumbent William Jervey. 


NESWC executive board mem- 
ber, told his town’s selectmen, “I 
want you people to know I was 
not misleading anybody. I don't 
go around misleading people. I 
normally speak my mind.”

He had previously served on the 
Finance Committee. 

He was elected unanimously as 
chairman of the Schoo! Committee in 
March of 1992, and his one year as 
chairman involved many crucial 
issues. In the last year, the school 
system underwent redistricting, the 
superintendent and principal of the 
Lincoln School resigned, and 
Winchester students scored well 
above-average in state-wide tests. 
Financially, the Schoo! Department 
had its ups and downs, In May, the 
School Committee had to tell Town 
Meeting that they were facing a 
$217,000 shortfall with only a month 
left in the fiscal year. In August, the 
School Department received a much- 
needed $289,100 influx from a state 
education bill. 


Winchester has yet to make any 
payments. ‘We haven't worked 
that out yet,” Maurer told the 
Star. But Maurer said the town 
has no choice but to pay the set- 
tlement. “I think that’s it.” 

Maurer said the town will now 
go ahead and support a refinanc- 
ing plan between MRI and 
NESWC. Winchester had been 
the only community upholding 
the refinancing, waiting for the 
arbitration formula to be 
decided.

Another 
mountain 
to climb 


The Conservation Commission will 
pursue the transfer of Mt. Pisgah 
from park to conservation land fol- 
lowing a public hearing by the Board 
of Selectmen. 

The primary difference between 
park and conservation lands, accord- 
ing to Conservation Commission 
Chairman Joshua Alper at the Jan. 11 
Board of Selectmen meeting, is that 
conservation land, “typically 
remains undeveloped.” Park lands 
gan be developed for more active 
Qse, such as playfields. The commis- 
sion has been considering the trans- 
fer for several years and has listed 
Mt. Pisgah on their Open Space and 
Recreation list. 

Selectmen deferred the final vote 
on the transfer. Alper said that publ- 
ic hearings held in July and Novem- 
ber by the Conservation Commission, 
yielded no public objections over the 
transfer, but Selectman Stephen 
Powers asked that the public be 
given one more chance to comment. 

In addition, Selectman Peter Van- 
Aken asked town officials to take sev- 
eral weeks to review the language in 
any transfer to include the place- 
ment of a water main if that should 
prove necessary. “I frankly don't see 
what the rush is,” said VanAken. 

Nine neighbors of Mt. Pisgah, 
attended a hearing on Nov. 9 and 
spoke in favor of the switch of the 
11.1 acres of land surrounded by 
High Street, Agawam and Girard 
Roads. 

Alper said that the town attorney 
should rule on whether the transfer 
could be accomplished by a vote of 
the board. “I'm not sure that a vote 
tonight would not require further 
ratification (by Town Meeting),” said 
Alper. 

At that point Town Attorney Wade 
Welch entered the room and offered 
his opinion on the issue. “You are 
really transferring management, not 
preating anew use,” said Welch, thus 
he said the board could make the 
transfer on its own. 

Welch said, “With park land you 
have no management. You turn the 
land over to the Conservation Com- 
mission so that they oversee it,” said 
Welch.

Donlon said that the Post Office on 
Waterfield Road received 20,000 
29-cent stamps of Elvis; fifty million 
were printed nationwide.

Post Office was also offering by mail 
Iimited-addition prints, an Elvis 
commemorative album, and a first 
day ceremony program.

Lederer discusses 


the pitfalls 


and beauty of English

Verbalist Richard Lederer came to 
Winchester to talk about his favorite 
subject, the mother tongue, at a lec- 
ture sponsored by the Friends of the 
Winchester Public Library. 

Lederer, an author of several 
books and columns on the English 
language, talked about the evolution 
of the English language, language 
bloopers, anagrams, spoonerisms, 
and other quirks of the English lan- 
guage to 100 wordlovers at the high 
school auditorium on Jan. 10. 

Ahigh school English teacher at St. 
Paul’s in New Hanipshire, Lederer 
can not hide his obsession with the 
English language. “Words are what 
we are. They tell us who we are and 
where we came from,” said Lederer. 

Despite the assumption that 
Americans watch too much televi- 
sion, and despite the popular theme 
of intellectual stagnation in books 
such as the late Allan Bloom’s The 
Closing of the American Mind, 
Lederer says language is stil] a sour- 
ce of fascination with Americans. 
“There has never been a more pas- 
sionate love affair with the English 
language,” he said. 

Lederer said the vast word selec- 
tion in the English language is what 
makes it so remarkable. The rise of 
English as a planetary language is 
unsurpassed in human history, said 
Lederer. In Samuel Johnson's dic- 
tionary in 1755, the first modern dic- 
tionary, there were less tha 50,000 
words. The most recent addition of 
the Oxford English Dictionary has 
616,500 words, 

The only thing that has grown 
quicker than the number of words 
has been the number of people who 
speak English, said Lederer, When 
Shakespeare wrote Hamlet, less than 
seven million people spoke English. 
Now, 700 million speak it. 

The English language, according to 
Lederer, has become so big because 
it is does discriminate. The English 
language contains words with 
French, Greek, Anglo-Saxon, and 


Latin origins, among others. “When 
you speak English, you speak 100 
other Languages,” sald Lederer. 

Although there are more people 
who speak Chinese than English, 
Lederer calls English the most wide- 
spread language. English is the lan- 
guage used in the most countries, 
half of all books, and 60 percent of all 
radio transmissions, said Lederer. 

Lederer said, despite popular 
opinion, English is probably not the 
hardest language to learn, but it is 
not without its pitfalls. “How can 
anyone learn a language in which a 
slim chance and a fat chance are the 
same?” said Lederer. 

Fun with the English language is 
Lederer's speciality. Lederer joked 
with the audience about words and 
phrases with no opposites — do you 
describe someone you like as some- 
one you would touch with a ten-foot 
pole?; puns, which Lederer called “a 
medium rarely well done”; and ana- 
grams, noting that Ross Perot is a 
sore sport. 

One of the more popular subjects 
of Lederer’s books are his student 
bloopers. These are language mis- 
takes by students that turn out to be 
unintentionally humorous. Lederer 
recalled essays on the history of 
humankind, from Biblical times 
(when “Solomon had 300 wives and 
700 porcupines”) to the days of the 
explorers (when “Sir Francis Drake 
circumcised the world with a ten-foot 
clipper”). 

Students were not the only ones 
guilty of unintended humor by man- 
gling the English language. Lederer 
told of parents who sent out wedding 
invitations that read: “honor us with 
your presents.” He also poked fun at 
the stuffy broadsheet The Boston 
Globe for this television capitula- 
tion: “Terry Waite will talk about his 
five years in captivity with Barbara 
Walters.” 

Lederer, who holds a Ph.D. in ling- 
uistics, is the best-selling author of 
Anguished English, Get Thee to a 
Punnery, The Miracle of Language, 
and others works on the English 
language.

questions on plant

The water study committee con- 
tinues a review of the town’s plans 
for a water filtration plant, which 
will cost the town $6 million. 

At its Jan. 11 meeting the water 
committee mulled potential ques- 
tions for the town manager and Wes- 
ton and Sampson, the engineering 
company that has done work for the 
selectmen on water issues, and dis- 
cussed changes. 

The committee said it would sub- 
mit the final list of questions by the 
end of the week and Weston & Samp- 
son will meet with the water commit- 
tee on Jan. 25. 

The questions include asking Wes- 
ton & Sampson to explain the length 
of time needed for the design and 
construction of the filtration plant; to 
provide an updated estimate on con- 
struction, annual operation, and 
maintenance costs; to explain the 
rationale for projections of both 
population and per capita water 
comsumption; and to provide a more- 


detailed rationale for selection of | 


chlorine dioxide as a pre- 
disinfectant; and a comparative 
analysis with other communities. 


In the dozens of questions under 
consideration by the committee are 
queries on dike stability, a wetlands 
survey, filtration, the life cycle cost 
of the project, DEP requirements, 
algae counts, and MWRA policies. 


The Water Study Review Commit- 
tee, a 10-member committee formed 
by Fall Town Meeting, will present a 
report on the filtration plan and the 
town’s water system at the Spring 
Town Meeting. 


“I think we should focus on what 
we want Weston and Sampson to pre- 
pare for, so that they can immediate- 
ly answer the important questions,” 
said committee member Thomas 
Raphael. 

Committee Chairman Steve Poulos 
said he would like to get the list of 
condensed questions in on schedule.

Fear and prejudice: 
no quick fix for town 


n an instant, the fear and prejudice of one person 
brought pain to another. Following an assault by a 
white student on a black student at Winchester High 
School, the entire community is struggling to come to 


grips with its shock. 


This is not an isolated incident, but one which stands 
among a string of smaller incidents, or at least “less publ- 
ic’ones. Just recently the grounds of the ABC house were 
defaced with racial epithets on the eve of Halloween. 


Some of these minor incidents surfaced during a recent 
forum on racism. Members of the community spoke of pre- 
judice they had encountered and wondered aloud how to 
assist others in understanding and thus accepting people of 
different race, creed and color in this largely-white 


community. 


There is only one solution that will effect long-term 


change. 


More education is needed to encourage the youngest 
among us to grow up and see there is a world beyond 
Winchester’s town line. It is big, and it is not all white. 

' Winchester can feel heartened by the swift response of 

‘administrators in asking the student body to join in and 
feel the pain of this victim and others. By holding several 
assemblies, school officials allowed the student and others 
similarly affected to vent their hurt. 

Surely, one student at the high school acted alone. How- 
ever, that single act brought bubbling to the surface accu- 
mulated hurts from many students. 

And perhaps, in the heart of the town as well. 

Townspeople hung their heads in shared sorrow and 

‘hope at a candlelight vigil on the common, hastily-called, 

‘wonderfully cathartic, said some. To stand in silence for 30 

‘minutes despite the frigid temperatures seemed no small 
challenge; to stand together, a huge leap of faith. 

During the vigil one community leader asked people who 
came out to show solidarity for all victims of racial intoler- 


ance, not just last Thursday’s. 


More importantly, community leaders said they wanted 
to wrest from a single incident of racial 
violence, some larger lesson for the town. That lesson must 
-begin with the admission that there is a problem. 

: Rev. George Waterbury, of First Congregational Church 
-and a member of the Interfaith Council said those in atten- 
dance could strive to create within their circle of candles 
stronger bonds with each other. He reminded residents 
that everyone is needed in a community. This may be a 


good beginning.

Making peace outside the convent 


Thank Heaven it's January, that’s 
all I can say. 

Sometimes I think back to simpler 
days, when I was little, for example, 
and went to a convent school. 

This school sat on a quiet hill in the 
midst of the dusty, trash-blown big 
city. Just outside its iron gates, the 
Elevated train screeched by over- 
head; but within them everything 
was hushed and peaceful. 

This was back in the old days, 
before schoolroom lights came in 
fluorescent ice-cube trays. Our old 
incandescent lamps bloomed softly 
inside balloon-shaped globes. The 
floors of the silent hallways were so 
polished and the sisters’ gaits so 
smooth, we wondered if under their 
robes, they weren't gliding along in 
stocking feet. The chapel was always 
open, a paradise of marble wings 
flickering in the glow of a hundred 
candles. And some winter days at 
recess, the nuns would let us sled on 
the hillside. Sometimes, it was whis- 
pered, the younger nuns went sled- 
ding themselves, at night, when we 
kids had all gone home. In my mind I 
can see them still, coasting in their 
veils for a hearty hour before goingin 
to eat, and pray among the flickering 
candles, and draw up plans for the 
next day's lessons. 

The nuns' life, with its order and 
peace and silence: I sometimes won- 
der if I shouldn’t have chosen it. 

For life on the outside is anything 
but peace and silence. At least in 
school vacation week it’s not. 

During the one just past, our house 
was like this: 

— Large, able-bodied and entirely 
employable persons appeared jn 
their pjs in the kitchen at 1 p.m. 
expecting to sit with bowls of cereal 
for a dreamy hour while they 
watched the silly contortions of MTV. 

— Brownie mixes were hauled out 
of cupboards, whipped up into dark 
glistening sludge, and eaten straight 


Ritchie addresses 
racial Incident 
at high school 


To the editor: 

At approximately 7:50 on the 
morning of Jan. 7, an act of violence 
took place at Winchester High 
School which shocked the school, 
and has caused us all to re-examine 
our values, beliefs, policies, and 
levels of sensitivity. It is ironic that 
such an incident should occur on the 
eve of the celebration of the life of 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Whether that 
irony turns out to be a blessed one, 
which helps foster real change; or a 
bitter one, which reminds us of how 
little has changed, depends on our 
commitment as a schoo! and com- 
munity to maintaining and defend- 
ing the safety, the human rights, and 
the dignity of all our students. 

The particulars and the explana- 
tion of any incident such as the one 
we experienced here are tangled 
and complex. What happened, in 
brief, is that a white student sprayed 
a “Mace-like” substance in the eyes 
of a black student I believe in my 
heart that it was an action that 
sprang as much from fear and a

out of the bowl, without benefit of 
baking. 

— Teensy sharp invisible Lego 
pieces lay about on the floor, espe- 
cially, for some reason, along path- 
ways where decent work-minded 
adults were most likely to tread 
barefoot. 


— The Da-DING da DING! of Nin- 
tendo sounded all day and all night, 
before which people 7 to 17 sat slack- 
jawed and wholly absorbed, controls 
in their hands, half-empty liters of 
soft drinks and take-out pizza at their 
elbows. 

— Doorbells rang as late as 10:30 
p.m., to reveal bands of six or seven 
visiting Able-bodieds, out of their pjs 
by now and dangerously armed with 
cars, asking to go up to the room 
where one’s oldest daughter lounged 
about with others of the unemployed. 

Our school vacation week was like 
this. Slothful and untidy. Il-planned 
and ill-spent. Messy and even 
dangerous. 

Here is a metaphor for it. One child 
here has a stuffed animal named 
Donut, a sort of Yuletide dog who 
wears its hair in its eyes, and a red 
plaid bow, and is fashioned in the 
posture of a resting lion, on its tum- 


sense of isolation as it did from 
hatred or intolerance. Whatever it 
sprang from, though, it remains an 
unprovoked, intolerable, outrageous 
assault on an individual, and it will 
be dealt with extremely seriously. 
The student who made the assault 
was removed from school by the 
Winchester Police Department, and 
faces a charge of both assault and 
battery and the violation of the civil 
rights of another. 

The student who was attacked is a 
member of the ABC program. Fol- 
lowing the incident, we immediately 
gathered the other students from the 
ABC program together to inform 
them what had happened, and to let 
them know that their schoolmate 
and house brother was, at least phys- 
ically, fully recovered.

Soon, they asked to be joined by 
other students with whom they felt 
particularly close bonds — black, 
white, male, female — we ended up 
with a group of roughly 20 students 
in the Staff Room. We had decided to 
hold assemblies right away to inform

This year, certain persons used it 
as a headrest; propped it up against 
one of the low-to-the-ground third- 
floor windows on whose sill stood an 
electric candle, and then went away. 
When they returned a half-hour 
later, a terrible smell filled the room. 
It was Donut, who, having come to 
intimate terms with the candle, now 
wore its bulb deep inside a black cra- 
ter in the singed white fur just below 
its temple. We removed the candle 
but the bulb was sort of welded there. 
We brought Donut downstairs and 
renamed him Holiday Safety Tips 
with the subtitle Stick It In Your Ear. 

But last week, Donut excepted, 
they all went back to school. 


And, miraculously, everything 
changed. The 8-year-old had some 
friends over one of those first days, 
walked into the chief play-and- 
Nintendo space with them and said, 
“Mom you really ought to vacuum in 
here.” I locked them outdoors and I 
vacuumed, all right. I also took and 
hid the Nintendo controls, I erased 
the pizza place's number from the 
phone’s automatic dialer. Later, I 
made a simple supper of hamburgers 
and broccoli and tossed salad and 
made everybody eat it. 

During study hours, the 11th- 
grader received two invitations to 
coffee, which she had the sense to 
decline. The eighth-grader was reve- 
aled to have a cough that makes her 
sound like a trained seal and went to 
bed at 9 p.m. The third-grader fell 
asleep at8:30 p.m. with all his clothes

al, must cease. If it doesn't, it must 
be dealt with quickly and decisively. 
What was particularly striking and 
moving to me was that while there 
was deep anger in the voices of 
students, there was little in the way 
of accusation. The audience was not 
being condemned, it was being 
asked to be better, to do more, to 
listen more carefully, and to act 
more responsibly. 

I wrote to you earlier in the year 
(in a letter sent home to parents) 
about my conviction that WHS must 
be a safe, secure place — both physi- 
cally and emotionally — for all stu- 
dents. I must tell you we have been 
working hard and steadily towards 
that end, in ways that aren’t always 
visible, and I am proud of what we 
have done to make the school a 
better place for all students. 
Nonetheless it is clear that we must 
work harder. The assemblies may 
have been effective in waking us all 
up to the need for much more atten- 
tion to problems of intolerance or 
insensitivity in the school communi- 
ty, and to dealing with them deci- 
sively and consistently. But more 
needs to be done. 

Starting this morning, we will 
being implementing action plans to 
address the issues that came to the 
surface last week. There will be 
mechanisms to report and remove 
any racially or ethnically offensive 
graffiti immediately. Our policy and 
procedures for dealing with harass- 
ment of any kind will be redistri- 
buted, with consequence for viola- 
tion spelled out clearly. It will be 
make abundantly clear to every stu- 
dent that he or she is expected to 
report, and will be fully supported in 
reporting, any actions or comments 
that are demeaning or degrading to 
another. We will be meeting as an 
entire staff, including secretartes, 
custodians, teachers, and admini- 
strators to become more aware ofthe 
crucial roles we play in the lives of 
students, and the need to communi- 
cate clear messages of respect. 
There will be an open forum for 
students, this Wednesday evening, 
sponsored by our Multicultural 
Group and run by Susan Musinsky 
from the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews. At the sugges- 
tion of students, we will hold a WHS 
march against racism this Friday 
afternoon as part of the celebration 
of Martin Luther King, Jr.'s life, and 
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to reaffirm symbolically our school's 
commitment to ending racism, to 
fostering mutual respect, and to 
upholding human dignity. There will 
certainly be other responses and 
programs, and [| will communicate 
with you regularly about our efforts. 
T would ask each of you to help us 
make a thoughtful, steady, purpose- 
ful change — as individuals, as a 
community, and as a school. We 
were immensely moved by the way 
the students spoke in the assemblies 
on Thursday (Jan. 7). Now that we've 
listened to them, however we have to 
demonstrate as a school and as a 
community that we’ve heard them.

part of many people in Winchester to 
be even more of a welcoming com:

students were moved by the experi- 
ences recounted, some to tears. 
“They really tried to talk about their 
experience in Winchester as outsid- 
ers,” said Fitzgerald. Many remarks 
on the “underlying tensions” were 
aired, he said. “Nobody dwelled on 
the incident.” 

Students interviewed had differ- 
ing opinions on the incident and the 
extent of racism at the high school. 
All the students, however, were 
angered and embarrassed over the 
incident. “It was pretty upsetting,” 
said freshman Corey McGrath. “I 
came to schoo! from Somerville 
thinking things would be different 
and the same thing happens.” 

“There are a lot of racial jokes that 


go around ... obviously, it's starting to. 


hurt people,” student Representa- 
tive Diana Grande told the School 
Committee. 

The students were almost unanim- 
ous in agreement that the assembly 
had been successful and that it was a 
good first step in controlling the 
situation. 

“I think it (the assembly) solved a 
lot of problems,” said McGrath. 
McGrath said he credited the stu- 
dents for participating in the discus- 
sion rather than relying on confron- 
tation. “They (ABC students) are a 
great group of kids for doing it.” 

Junior Rava Burgess said the 
assembly was helpful. “Maybe their 
views didn’t change, but at least they 
listened,” she said. 

But many also added that some 
acknowledgement of the problem 
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was overdue. “I’m so mad,” said 
Burgess. “It's too bad it took so much 
for it to be brought up.” 

Freshman Andrea Murphy said the 
school may be fortunate that this 
incident brought up the subject of 
racial problems before something 
even worse happened. “It happens 
too much... Tensions have been 
building for a long time,” said 
Murphy. 

“I think the high school has made a 
great effort in recent years to 
respond to the issue of being sensi- 
tive to the needs ofothers,” said Fitz- 
gerald. He pointed to the Multicul- 
tural Issues group, staff workshops, 
and a “Focus Day” held last year. 
“We will just have to redouble our 
efforts in this area,” said Fitzgerald. 

Freshman Sukanya Lahiri just 
recently returned from an educa- 
tional program sponsored by the 
National Conference of Christians 
and Jews to teach teens how to prom- 
ote understanding and tolerance to 
younger kids before attitudes 
become ingrained. 

“I think the assemblies were an 
eye-opener for a lot of people. Talk- 
ing about this is always good; rather 
than sweeping it under a rug,” said 
Lahiri. 

Lahiri will work at Winchester’s 
elementary schools over the next six 
months, “to promote a positive sense 
of self-worth” in the second and third 
graders, which she says will lead toa 
better understanding of individual 
differences. 

“I’ve lived in Winchester since I 
was in kindergarten, and I haven’t 
felt it that strongly. There are, how-

Williams said her first concern was 
to protect the students from racist 
behavior. 

“All I'm interested at this point is 
controlling the behavior of people in 
the community, not in talking about 
racism,” said Williams, “We are still 
at the beginning of a process.” 

Sandy Thompson, president of the 
ABC board and the Multicultural 
Network, says that high school admi- 
nistrators offered a “wonderful 
opportunity” to students by immedi- 
ately holding the assemblies, Thomp-

y he punches rained 
down on the defense- 
less youth for what 
seemed like an eter- 
nity.

“If I hadn't 
got beat up, I might have thought I 
was a bad ass. And I might have 
ended up dead.”

It's four years, five miles and 
worlds apart. Rob Alford, 17, is 
now a senior at Winchester High 
School and a 156-pound junior 
middleweight boxer who this 
week is competing in the Golden 
Gloves championship at Lowell's 
Memorial Auditorium. 

Just two years ago, Alford was a 
gang member who lived a life 
involving violence, drugs and 
alcohol. School was little more 
than a place to spend his day. 

Now Alford talks of a clean- 
living existence, including a com- 
mitment to achieving good grades 
in school. He still fights, but it is 
limited to one place — a boxing 
ring. 

Ina very real sense, Rob Alford 
was saved by the bell.

Growing up in Cambridge’s Jef- 
ferson Park housing project, 
Alford was exposed at a young age 
to gang life. It started with “little 
things,” like throwing firecrack- 
ers and breaking windows of 
abandoned buildings. Soon, how- 
ever, the little things became 
more serious. There were stolen 
bikes, then breaking and enter- 
ing, then alcohol, and finally, 
drugs.

Winchester basketball teams split with neighbors as up-and-down season continues

Morrison, Piandes take games to next level 


After sharing glory at Winchester High, pair is iguiduel S Success in college ranks

bali after wearing the red and white 
of the Winchester Sachems for four 
years, They are part of a transition 
period which helped put Winchester 
basketball on the map. 

They are Mike Morrison and Adam 
Piandes, and while today they play 
basketball for different colleges in 
different divisions in different 
states, they will forever be linked in 
the history of Winchester High 
Schoo! basketball. 

The number of similarities 
between the two is uncanny. Start 
with their size. At 6-feet-2-inches, 
Morrison had good size for a high 
school player. But it's rare that a 6-2 
forward can succeed in college ball. 
However, at Division II Keene State 
College in Keene, N.H., Morrison, a 
sophomore, is the starting small 
forward. 

At 5-8, Piandes never had the 
advantage of size, yet at Division III 
Bates College in Lewiston, Maine, 
Pjandes, a freshman, is a starting 
guard.

They were both team captains in 
high school, and a quick glance at the 
WHS record books shows that while 
they played together for three years, 
each somehow managed to show up 
in the top five of nearly every statisti- 
cal category. 

Morrison is the top scorer in WHS 
history, with 1,018 points. He 
eclipsed Bob Bigelow’s 1,003 career 
points by scorlng a career-best 33 in 


his final game. Piandes’ 812 puts him 
just behind Bigelow. 

Morrison averaged 21.5 points per 
game in his senior season of 1990-91, 
while Piandes managed 18.6 as a 
senior in '91-92. They each have 
career highs of 33, and Piandes’ 26 
points in the first half of a game with 
Burlington in 1992 erased Morrison’s 
previous record of 21. 

They are both deadly 3-point shoo- 


ters. Piandes’ mark of 42.7 percent 
from beyond the stripe barely bet- 
tered Morrison's 42.5 percent. They 
rank 1-2 in career assists, and like- 
wise in career steals. 

Through it all, one man had the 
pleasure of watching them play. Mike 
Boyages was in his second year as 
head coach when Morrison made his 
team as a freshman in 1987-88. When 
he called up then ninth-grader Pian- 
des to the team the following season, 
he had a feeling he was abut to wit- 
ness something special. 

“]T knew all along (Piandes) was 
going to be an outstanding player,” 
said Boyages. ‘‘As a coach, you see a 
lot of guys who say they want to play 
cojlege ball. Even at 5-4 and 110 
pounds as a freshman, we knew he 
could do it.” 

Boyages credits Morrison with 
being one of the first players to put 
Winchester “on the map.” 

“When we got here, basketbal] was 
passe,” Boyages remembered. “What 
can you say about Mike? League 
MVP. Leading scorer in history. Mike 
was one of the main reasons we 
turned into a solid team.” 

Morrison graduated in 1991 with a 
Middlesex League MVP trophy in his 
hip pocket. He chose Keene State, 
and as a walk-on to coach Don Kel- 
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Wild winter at Winchester 
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and Cheri Frost (7.4 in the vault). 

“Unfortunately we had a tough 
start with a few falls on the bars,” 
said WHS coach Mim Quine. “But we 
still put up a pretty good score. The 
girls were a bit nervous going against 
the league champs. I can’t believe 
how much higher we could have been 
if it wasn’t for the falls.” 


Skaters start to 
find missing offense 


The hockey team dropped a pair, 
but is starting to show signs of a 
pretty decent offense. The Sachems 
fell 5-3 to Melrose on Jan. 6, and was 
edged by Watertown 4-3 on Jan. 9. 

Winchester trailed 4-0 against Mel- 
rose but rallied on two goals by Tony 
Bonfiglio wrapped around a Matt 
Breuer strike. Melrose added a 
power-play goal with five seconds 
remaining for the 5-3 final. 

Saturday at the Watertown Skating 
Arena, the Ratders broke a 3-3 tie 
with a third period goal in a 4-3 win 
over the Sachems. Breuer scored 
again and freshman Steve Cucinatti 
added a pair to keep Winchester in 
the game. Goalle Andrew Brown fol- 
lowed up a 35-save performance 
against Melrose by stopping 34 Raid- 
er attempts. 

“The guys are starting to get in 
shape,” said Winchester coach Jack 
Newhall.

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When it comes to tires, inflation can save money 


If you stop to analyze it, it is not the 
engine that makes your car or truck 
go. Nor is it the brake system that 
makes it stop any more than it is the 
steering system gets it to change 
direction. The critical elements bet- 
ween your vehicle and the road are 
the tires, 

These round, rubber donutlike 
devices provide your vehicle with all 
of its traction. The traction that is 
critical to making your vehicle work 
— and work safely. 

Given all the critical tasks we expect 
our tires to perform, we should give 
those tires the modest amount of reg- 
ular care and maintenance they need 
to last for many thousand miles. In 
fact, you should check your tires at 
least twice a month. That means 
check all tires and the spare. A 
neglected spare can be flat and use- 
less when you suddenly need it. 

First and foremost, you must check 
tire inflation pressure regularly and 
adjust it as necessary. An under-inflat- 
ed tire undermines your car's safe 
handling and braking, wears prema 
turely, reduces your car’s fuel econo- 
my and reduces the safe load-carry 
capacity of your vehicle. A tire that 
has too much air in it also adversely 
affects ride and handling and wears 
itself out sooner than normal.

keep dirt out of the tire valve — and 
press the tire gauge firmly and 
squarely on the valve, You should 
not hear the steady of hiss of air 
escaping from the valve. If you do, 
the gauge is not sitting squarely on 
the valve. 

Compare the gauge’s reading to 
your car manufacturer’s recone 
mended inflation pressures. You'll 
find those recommendations either 
in the owner's manual or on a decal, 
either on the glove compartment 
door or on the side of a door frame. 
Keep in mind that the car maker's 
suggested inflation pressures are 
for a combination of ride comfort 
and fuel economy. You may put a bit 
more air in the tires than is recom 
mended to increase fuel economy 
and highway handling at the possi- 
ble expense of ride softness. But do 
not put in less air than 
recommended. 

However, never inflate a tire to a 
higher pressure than the tire manu- 
facturer lists as safe for that tire. All 
tires have their maximum safe infla- 
tion pressure embossed on the 
sidewall. 

For optimum handling, keep any 
differential between front and rear 
tires that the car manufacturer rec- 
ommends, even if you inflate the 
tires to a higher pressure than the

car manufacturer suggests. 

For proper handling, be sure that 
both tires on the same axle — both 
front tires and both rear — have 
the same inflation pressure, 

Of course, if you don’t have an air 
compressor at home, you will have 
to drive the car to a filling station to 
adjust the tires’ inflation pressures. 
In that case, write down the tires’ 
cold inflation pressure before you 
set out and then take another infla- 
tion reading at the filling the sta- 
tion. Inflate the tires accordingly. 

In addition to regularly checking 
tire inflation, you should also 
inspect all the tires for tread and 
sidewall wear and damage. 

Tire tread should wear uniformly 
around the circumference of the 
tire, from one edge to the other. 
Once the tread is worn to the point 
that its grooves are less than about 
3/32 of an inch, the tire is unsafe 
and should be replaced. You can 
easily check tread depth by insert- 
ing a penny into the tread grooves, 
the top of Lincoln's head toward the 
tire. If you can see the top of his 
head above the tread, it's time to 
replace the tire. 

Unevenly worn tread can be an 
early indicator of a mechanical pro- 
blem. Tread worn only on one edge 
or that is worn in an irregular pat-

Town marks MLK birthday

A march by high school stu- 
dents and a dinner sponsored by 
the Interfaith Council high- 
lighted the weekend cclebra- 
tions of the birthday of Martin 
Luther King. Jr. in Winchester. 

The events commemorating 
the life of the slain civil rights 
leader had added significance 
this year in light of a recent 
racial conflict at the high school, 
which led to one student being 
charged with a civil rights viola- 
tion and assault and battery. 

At the end of the school day on 
Jan. 15, 150 high schoo! students 
and teachers, fed by Principal 
John Ritchie, held a march in 


honor of King’s birthday. In 
heavy snow, the participants 
walked from the high school, 
down Shore Road, through the 
center of town, and then congre- 
gated on the Town Common. 

Student organizers Ron Hall 
and Ignacio Oyola said the King 
march had special meaning 
because of the racial conflict al 
the high school a week earlier. 
Ritchie told the students that the 
march demonstrated that the 
students were not going to forget 
their promise to continuously 
strive to fight racism. “This is 
just the beginning of the fight 
against discrimination,” said 
Ritchie. 

Martin Luther King Day has 
been a federal holiday since 


1986, and this year it will be offi- 
cially observed for the first time 
by all 50 states. This May will 
mark the 25th anniversary of the 
assassination of the civil rights 
leader. 

Adinner held at the First Con- 
gregational Church on the night 
of what would have been King’s 
64th birthday was attended by 
250 people. “This is the largest 
turnout we've ever had for one of 
these,” said Pastor George 
Waterbury. 

Afler the pot luck dinner, stu- 
dent winners for Martin Luther 
King essay and art conlests were 
awarded certificates. See Page

Area police departments 
cooperate to fight thefts

Area police are looking for new 
ways to combat an age-old crime for 
Winchester — rug theft. 

According to Detective Lt. James 
Pierce there have been five house- 
breaks involving the theft of Oriental 
rugs since September. 

Although that is a marked increase 
over the previous six months, Pierce 
said the thefts seem to come in 
waves, then stop for a period. A lot of 
other towns, particularly those clos- 
er to Rte. 128, have also experienced 
an increase in rug thefts. “Rugs are 
an easy target for thieves because of 
their marketability,” said Pierce in 
an interview with the Star. 

But Winchester detectives are 
reacting to the wave of thefts by look- 
ing outside town lines for informa- 
tion. By pooling their resources with 
departments in Lexington, Belmont,

Weston, Wellesley and Needham, the 
robberies can be compared for clues. 

In the meantime, Pierce says 
efforts to protect your home from 
theft can help in deterring a crimi- 
nal, just long enough to discourage 
the theft. 


@ Keep the exterior of the house 
well-lit, say police. Criminals will 
generally scout out a place that looks 
as though there is no one at home. 

@ Install an alarm system. Police 
recommend people get at least three 
appraisals on a system. 


@ Make sure all windows and 
doors are secured every time you 
leave the house. “This will serve to 
slow thieves down,” said Pierce, “if 
not stop them entirely.” A bolt can be 
installed through each window cas- 
ing to prevent them from even being 
raised. 

@ Stop all newspaper delivery and 
inform the post office to hold mail 
every vacation. Thieves watch for 
papers piling up outside doors. 

M@ Have someone check the out- 
side of the house frequently. This 
type of friendly surveillance is cre- 
dited with tipping police to actual 
breaks. 

@ Police will keep an eye on things 
if they are informed to include the 
house in their “house-away” book. 

@ Form a neighborhood watch 
group. Get a couple of houses in the 
area because, “the best detective 
method we have is an alert neigh- 
bor,” says Pierce. 
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Selectmen 
fine tune 
capital budget

The capital budget is near its final 
stage after passing the scrutiny of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

At their Jan. 19 meeting, some 
selectmen had minor recommended 
changes but generally concurred 
with the 69-page report formulated 
by the Capital Planning Committee 
(CPC). The report will now go to the 
Finance Committee and will eventu- 
ally be brought to Spring Town Meet- 
ing. After the meeting, Town Mana- 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer said he 
thinks the list as presented by the 
CPC will “stay pretty much as it is 
now.” 


The CPC is recommending that the 
town spend $569,000 from general 
revenue, $71,000 from Water & Sew- 
er revenue, $239,000 from short-term 
borrowing, $346,000 from existing 
accounts to be spent on road repairs, 
and $6,950,000 from long-term bor- 
rowing. The $6.95 million is for the 
water treatment plant mandated by 
federal law. 

Topping the list of the 33 priorities 
is $20,000 for asbestos abatement in 
Winchester schools. The abatement 
would be a step toward finishing a 
project, five years in the working, to 
remove all the asbestos from the 
schools.

Dr. Eileen C. Williams, superinten- 
dent of schools in Raynham, and Dr. 
Donald G. Kennedy, superintendent 
of schools in Duxbury, were for- 
warded as finalists to the School 
Committee at its Jan. 12 meeting by 
the Search Committee. The Search 
Committee received 56 applications 
in the process to replace Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos, who resigned in 
September. 

In phone interviews with the Star, 
the candidates discussed their back- 


grounds, experiences, and plans for 
the future. 

Williams, 42, has a doctorate in 
education from Northeastern Uni- 
versity. She is the head of a five- 
school system with 1,400 students. 
The five schools are al] K-8; the 
Bridgewaler-Raynham Regional 
High School is not under her 
jurisdiction. 

Budgetary problems have been 
consistent throughout Williams’ six- 
year tenure as head of the system. 
After being in Raynham for less than 
half a year, she had to deal with a 
teachers strike that lasted seven 
days. In the last three years, the 
School Department has laid off 25 
percent of its teaching staff and 
closed down a school.

Holiday Fund was a success

Readers of Harte-Hanks Com- 
munity Newspapers, as well as 
corporate and individual contri- 
butors, made this year’s Holiday 
Fund drive a success, giving 25 
percent more to the needy than 
they did in 1991. 

The Salvation Army/Harte- 
Hanks Community Newspaper 
Holiday Fund raised $28,328 
during this year’s drive, the 
seventh annual drive sponsored 
by the newspaper chain.

The cafe also sponsored a 
raffle to raise funds, with the 
first prize being a 1988 Plymouth 
Sundance. Donated by Clair Int. 
Used Cars, in Dedham, the car 
has a retail value of $4,000. 
According to John McKeon, man- 


ager of the cafe and one of the 
organizers of the fund-raiser, 
1,100 to 1,200 tickets were sold.

Large gap between 
school, town budgets 


proposed budgets are more than $2

The School Department and the 
town manager are ala stalemate over 
the school budget, as School Commit- 
tee members say they cannot make 
the requested major cuts. 

In a presentation to the School 
Committee, ‘own Manager W. Chad- 
wick Maurer said that spending esti- 
mates from the various town depart- 
ments for Fiscal Year 1994 have 
exceeded revenue projections by 
almost a million doltars, Maurer esti- 
mated that the School Department's 
part in closing the gap could mean a 
cutas high as $600,000 from its FY'94 
proposed budget. “I think that the 
onty option that we have is a reduc- 
tion in the programs and services,” 
Maurer told the committee. 

School Committee members, how- 
ever, are reluctant to accept a cut 
that large to their budget. Lombardi 
said thal despite the fact next year's 
proposed School Department budget 
is $1.3 million more than this year’s 
budget, he considers it a level- 
service budget. “The (school) admi- 
nistration pul together a number that 
will supply us with the same system 
we have this year,” said Lombardi. 

Some of the proposed increased 
spending for FY'94 goes to a 4.5 per- 
cent increase for school teachers and 
the hiring of additional school per- 
sonnel. The School Department is 
adding four elementary teachers, 
which officials say is in response to 
increased enrollment. The School 
Departnient also wants to reinstate 
the position of curriculum director, 
which was cutinthe Fiscal Year 1991 
budget. 

This could be one area town offi- 
cials may ask the School Department 
to cut. “I don't think that this year we 
should be adding any additional per- 
sonnel unless we have a long-term 
convenience of supporting that per- 
sonnel,” said Maurer. 

The School Committee is asking 
the town manager to consider other 


_ options beside cuts, such as recer-

tifying free cash, a Proposition 2 1/2 
override, or the raising of fees. 

The committee also considered the 
option of bypassing the Board of 
Sclectmen's approval and appealing 
{o Spring Town Meeting for the 
moncy it feels is necessary to run the 
School Department. “Maybe this is 
the year we can’t close the gap and 
we need to go to Town Mecting and 
say this is our best judgement of what 
we need toruna school system ... and 
lay it at the feet of Town Meeting,” 
said School Committce member Jeri- 
lyn Heinold. 

The oplion thal received the most 
support from the committee mem- 
bers was the recertification of the 
town's free cash. The free cash line 
item has approximately $600,000. 
Usually that money, which comes 
fram delinquent taxes, is used forthe 
upcoming fiscal year, but if it is 
recertified the money can be made 
available in the current fiscal year. 

School Committee Chairman Mark 
Lombardi said it would be the best 
oplion. “I don’t agree with the theory 
that we need to build a good base for 
future years because if we're forced 
lo cut 20, 25 people, who cares about 
the future years,” said Lombardi. 

Maurer and the selectmen have 
taken a sland against recertifyng free 
cash. Calling the move an “account- 
ing gimmick”, Maurer said, “There 
isn’t a quick fix every year to solve 
the budget problem. You solve the 
problems by taking action within the 
revenue limit.” 

Town olficials are estimating the 
town will bring in an additional $1.2 
million in revenue this year, bul 


million over last year, forcing the 
town lo cither cut or raise approxi- 
mately $900,000. The School Commit- 
tee’s budget has gone up from 
$13,485,483 to $14,784,165, Maurer 
said the increases in department 
budgets are due to pent-up frustra- 
tion from the fiscal crunch of the last 
four years. 

The School Committee and the 
town manager will meet again to 
altempt to close the $600,000 gap 
before the budget is due in mid- 
February. “It's stil! carly in the 
game, and there will be discussions 
back and forth,” said Maurer.

New treatment with Taxol offers hope

Aller the death of actress and com- 
edian Gilda Radner, public aware- 
ness of ovarian cancer increased 
dramatically. 

Now focusing further attention on 
the disease, several weeks ago the 
Food and Drug Administration 
approved the drug Taxol. Derived 
from the bark of the rare yew tree, 
Taxal is a major medical advance- 
ment in the treatment of ovarian 
cancer — a disease which annually 
kills 13,000 American women. 

Unlike cervical cancer, which can 
be detected by a Pap smear, ovarian 
cancer is extremely difficult to iden- 
lily in its early stages. 

“Of all the gynecological cancers, 
ovarian cancer has the least amount 
of carly warning signs,” says 
Winchester Hospital obstetrician 
and gynecologist Peter Rotolo, M.D 
“That's the biggest problem.” Rotolo 
points out that for this reason, sadly, 
physicians often do not see women 
until they are in the advanced stages

of the disease. In fact. in 80 percent 
ofall eases, the canceris in advanced 
slages when it is diagnosed. 

Though the statistics seem grim, 
Rololo stresses that women should 
nol close their eves on the subject. 
Yearly pelvic examinations are an 
important way to determine abnor- 
malities in the ovaries. For women 
who are at the greatest risk of deve- 
loping ovarian cancer — women who 
have delayed childbearing until late 
in life, women over 40 years of age 
who have never had children, and 
especially women who have a family 
history of ovarian cancer, as in Gilda 
Radner’s case Dr. Rotolo recom- 
mends yearly screenings. 

“A simple blood test called CA-125 
is one of the more commonly used 
sereening lests for ovarian cancer,” 
says Rotolo. He explains, however, 
that the problem with CA-125 is there 
are other benign conditions that can 
give an clevated CA-125, and will 
indicale a “false” positive result. 
Likewise, there are ovarian cancers 
which do not give an elevated CA-125 
and therefore will indicate a “false”

negative result. As these lalse posi- 
tive and false negative resuils hap- 
pen frequently, CA-125 is not recom- 
mended to all women as a general 
screening test 

“Another screening test available 
is vaginal ultrasound,” Rotolo says. 
“This procedure involves the place- 
ment of a probe in the vaginal canal 
which is maneuvered close to the 
ovaries. A picture is displayed on a 
monitor, giving the physician a clear 
definition of the ovaries.” 

Though ovarian cancer is not the 
most prevalent cancer among women 
— it constitutes only four percent — 
half of all women who die of gyneco- 
logical cancers, die of ovarian 
cancer. The new drug Taxol seems to 
promise hope for women who suffer 
fram this disease. 

“Though it is not a cure, patients 
have been found to respond positive- 
ly to Taxol,” says Rotolo. He notes 
that Taxol has only been approved 
for patients who have failed other 
types of chemotherapy or for 
patients who are in the very 
advanced stages of the disease when

other therapies would not work. 

Though research to improve treat- 
ments for women with advanced ova- 
rian cancer continues, Rotolo says, 
“Taxol is a breakthrough because it 
is leading the way for other treat- 
ments. Hopefully, this is the begin- 
ning of a new family of treatment 
drugs which will be usefu) not only 
for ovarian cancer, but other cancers 
as well.”

Learning to use the Public Access Catalog 


This week, the topic is learning how to combine search elements for a 
faster search. It is possible to combine author and title in a single search, and 
to search for specific media, languages or dates. In the previous lessons, 
learning how to use the equals sign to tell the computer what author, title, or 
subject to look for was discussed, for example: 
ahemingway ernest 
tsun also rises 
saccounting 

Combine search elements like these using a special symbol found on the 
keyboard. It is called the “delimiter.” Ask the Reference staff to point it out. 
An author and a title can be combined with this symbol. For example, to 
search for “The Sun Also Rises” by Ernest Hemingway, type: ahemingway 
ernest(the delimiter sign will be here)tsun also rises. Remember to always 
press the return key after typing in the search. The delimiter may also be 
used to combine an author, title or subject with a qualifier. Qualifiers indi- 
cate a medium, language or date. To search for specific media, type “m” 
with a media qualifier. The media qualifiers are: 
alm monographs 
as serials (magazines) 
bm manuscripts (e.g. books) 
em musical scores 
em maps 
gm projected media (e.g. movies and videos) 

im spoken-word recordings 
jm musical recordings 

Media qualifiers must always be combined with an author, title or subject 
search. A medium search cannot be searched for alone. To search for musi- 
cal scores by Bach, type: 
abach(delimiter)mcem 

For a video of the movie “Old Yeller,” type: told yeller(delimiter)mgm 

A date can also be searched for. Type “d" and then the date. For exam- 
ple, to search for materials about reincarnation written in 1991, type: 
srcincarnation(delimiter)d 1991. 

For works by Arthur Conan Doyle 
published since 1900, type: adoyle 
arthurconan(delimiter)d19. 

Searches may also be limited by 
the language. Type “la” and then 
the language qualifier. Language 
qualifiers are the first three letters 
in the name of the Janguage. For 
example, “fre” is the qualifier for 
French, “ger” for German, etc. To 
search for “House of the Spirits" in 
Spanish, type: thouse of the spir- 
its(delimiter)aspa. 

Next week other ways to limit or 
change your search will be dis- 
cussed. Until then, try out the delim- 
iter and practice. Copies of these 
lessons are available in the Refer- 
ence Room, and the reference staff 
is always available to help you.

Early education program 
receives financial boost

A recenlly awarded $81,474 state 
grant will provide an expanded 
opportunity in carly education for 
Winchester children. 

The Community Partnership for 
Children grant will go, in large part. 
toward additional personnel to work 
both at the town’s three preschools 
and within Winchester’s early educa- 
tion program. The result willbe more 
Winchester children partaking in 
early education. The early education 
program will also receive a matching 
sunt next year if it satisfactorily car- 
ries aut this year’s goals. 

The grant will allow the program to 
hire a preschool teacher, a teacher 
assistant, a secretary, and a motor 
specialist. The grant will also go tow- 
ard funding for a social worker, an 
evaluation consultant, a language 
consultant, an integration consul- 
tant, and a nurse. The School Depart- 
ment will begin filling the positions 
in February. 

The added personnel will result in 
the opening of up to 50 preschool 
slots. Some grant moncy wil! also go 
toward furniture and carpeting for a 
new classroom at Lynch School and 
also curriculum resourees at the 
preschools. 

Communities around the stale 
were notified in September by the 
state Board of Education of the avail- 
able grant money. The scramble tor 
the state money was quick and 
aggressive. A letler of intent was due 
atthe end of September, and a 
82-page application was passed in at 
the end of October. By early Decem- 
ber, the town was awarded the 
money 

Winchester entered the chase for 
the money at a distinct disadvantage. 
Winchester was penalized because 
ofa lack of educational need and, toa 
lesser extent, economical need. “We 
were told there was a 20 percent 
chance of getting it. We thought it 
was worth the shot,” said Early Edu- 
cation Coordinator Cynthia Papou- 
lias, who headed a 29-member advis- 
ory council that crafled the grant 
application. 

The council consists of members 
from various town affiliations 
including representatives from the 
fown's nursery schools, Police 
Department, School Department, 
Recreation Department, and the 
Winchester Interfaith Housing Coun- 
cil. “It was a collaborative, coopera- 
live initiative,” said Papoulias. “The 
commitment and the energy of the 
members was very high.” 

Director of the Winchester 
Cooperative Preschool Jean Mor- 
tensen, an advisory council member, 
said a strong partnership among the 
organizations that serve Winches- 
ter’s children and a quality early

education program were the reasons 
Winchester was successful in secur- 
ing grant money. Also, although 
Winchester is not as economically 
needy as inner-city communities, 
there is an identified and unserved 
special needs and at risk preschool 
population in town, Mortensen said. 

The state received 146 grant appli- 
cations representing 158 cities and 
towns, Fifty-one were awarded 
grants, Sending in an application 
was a time-consuming process for 
the council. In the short time avail- 
able, the committee had to work 
weekends and even had to send a 
representative to a class at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts on grant 
writing so the request would be prop- 
erly written for the state. The state 
requires that applicants use the cor- 
rect form, terms, style, and even 
punctuation and spelling. “The state 
can’t be bothered to figure out what 
was intended, If they get one done 
wrong, they don't have the lime to sit 
down and figure out what you 
meant,” said Papoulias.

Local firefighters made short work 
of two small fires which began in 
buildings, and kept damage in those 
buildings to a minimum this week.

“The new sunerintendent will inherit an assistant super- 
intendent who will do everything he can to make sure the 
new admin‘ uration is successful,” said Fitzgerald as he 
gracefully accepted the loss of the top spot at a recent 
School Committee meeting. We have no doubt about that.

Good will creates ‘urban oasis’ 


A hundred years ago, Pilgrim 
Church, in the Uphams Corner sec- 
tion of Boston, was an elegant lady of 
a building adorned by a large rose 
window and a tower and the ruffled 
cuffs of ivy that climbed its red brick 
sides. A photo taken of its sanctuary 
back then shows the huge pipe organ, 
the high vaulted ceiling with its pol- 
ished wood, and at the front, in 
ornate gold lettering, a sign reading, 
“Consider the Lilies of the Field,” of 
those blossoms that toil not neither 
do they spin. 

Today, the rose window is boarded 
up, the tower gone, the sanctuary 
missing its fofty upper realms — al! 
victims of a fire in the early ‘70s. 
Another sign, hand-lettered in poster 
paints, leans against the large main 
doors. “Fat lunch here — 1.50,” it 
reads. Today, Pilgrim Congregation- 
al Church is where Reverend David 
Venator and his wife Margaret con- 
duct their special brand of ministry, 
as they have been doing for the last 
three decades. 

When I first met Margaret almost 
four years ago, she was stirring a 
large pot af soup, deep in the 
church's basement. Since then, ! 
have dropped by fram time to time. 
When I dropped by last week, she 
was still stirring, and serving — 
boiled ham, potatoes and mixed veg- 
etables — to a man with a limp who 
muttered querulously to himself. 

Behind her, at the back of what was 
once the sanctuary, are a stained- 
glass window of a knecling Jesus, a 
plaque dedicated to the pastor here 
from 1890 to 1907, and an honor roll, 
worked in brass, listing members of 
the community who served in the 
Great War. The names, without 
exeeption are English. 

Today, the area is more mixed, 
both racially and ethnically. The 
children getting out of the Catholic

Resident ponders 
response to 
singular act 


To the editor: 

I cannot help but wonder about the 
efficacy of responding to occasional 
acts of racist bigotry with townwide 
demonstrations of guilt, shame and 
horror. It is understandable and 
praiseworthy that all coneerned 
should want to show their contempt 
for Lhe action, but this way of doing it 
has undesirable consequences. 

How so? Because il encourages 
the very racism we are trying to 
overcome. That is, the only reason 
for whites to feel guilty is that they 
identify, racially, with the bigot who 
commilted the offense. In the very 
act of protesting they reaffirm their 
white identily, albeit with good 
intentions, Similarly, the outrage 
felt by blacks is based on their racial 
identification with the victim. Mass 
protest reinforces their sense of vic- 
timization, which is both justified 
and understandable, but counter- 
productive. As Jesse Jackson keeps 
pointing out, the most serious prob- 
leins confronting the black commun- 
ity today — whatever their genesis — 
can only be resolved by self-help.

school two doors down buy snacks at 
a fast food place run by the Nation of 
Islam — and the small core of Con- 
gregationalists who still come here to 
David's Sunday services number 
only about 12 and fit with room to 
spare in the tiny chapel. 

Everyone else comes for a diffe- 
rent kind of sustenance. Some come 
for Margaret’s lunches, only a third 
of whose cost is covered by a grant 
from the Walk for Hunger. Some 
come to sleep, when, at night, the 
sanctuary becomes an overflow shel- 
ter far the homeless. Others come to 
use the day care center, the thrift 
shop, the several other local agen- 
cies tucked under the eaves.

The 
morning of my visit, for example, a 
jury arrived by bus to inspect the spot 
across the street where a young man 
was murdered last summer. “Our 
house has been broken into, oh, 12 to 
20 times,” says Margaret. “One day, I 


There is yet another reason to 
decry disproportionate response: It 
puts enormous power in the hands of 
the few nitwits in our midst who 
remain racially bigoted. That is, any 
simpleton may have the pleasure of 
getting the town in an uproar by 
perpetrating some act of racial (or 
religipus) bigotry. Their action says 
nothing about the real state of race 
relations within the town, and we 
should not play into their hands by 
acting as if they speak for anyone 
other than themselves. 

I suggest Lnat future incidents be 
met with public denunciation by 
appropriate town officials and reti- 
gious Icaders and vigorous prosecu- 
lion of those responsible should any 
laws have been broken. The rest of 
us should dismiss the behavior with 
the contempt it deserves, making no 
seerct of our feelings — especially to 
any friends or acquaintances who 
appear to fee) otherwise.

And what I call ‘the curtain of 
convention’ does not come down 
between people.” As she talks, an 
elderly couple who live in a van relax 
over coffee and converse pleasantly 
with the man who came in muttering. 

It helps to have a sense of humor, 
and Margaret does. “I’ve often 
thought all this would make a great 
setting for a play: stable central char- 
acters, drama, pathos, a hint of the 
supernatural...” But then she grows 
more serious. "I feel calmer as 1 grow 
older, less anxious about tomorrow 
and where we'll get the money we 
need to keep this going — fewer and 
fewer can come up with the $1.50. But 
there are acres of diamonds right 
beneath our noses, as the famous 
preacher Gordon Conweil used to 
say; it's all in how you look at it.” 

“This is the touchstone, the mark- 
etplace, the place where you can 
come and feel comfortable.” David 
concludes. “And we are free here,” 
Margaret adds with a smile, as 
another diner steps up with his plate.

This wall starts at the granite 
post nearest to you, as shown in the 
picture, and runs down the slight hill 
to the left, past the two granite 
entrance posts, and then on down to 
Main Street, which runs from left to 
right of the picture between the 
other buildings in the picture, which 
are on the left side of Main Street.

Attitude survey 
completed at the 
high school 


In response to recent events in the 
Greater Boston area and in Winches- 
fer, students at Winchester High 
School have been spending time 
thinking and talking about preju- 
diec, stereotypes and the conflicts 
thal result when people have trouble 
understanding and respecting 
differences. 

In late fall, the high school admi- 
nistration worked with Choate 
Health Management, the organiza- 
tion providing clinical counseling 
services, to conduct a survey on these 
issues. One of the most compelling 
results of this survey is that the vast 
majorily of students clearly recog: 
nize that racism exists in their 
school. Female students are more 
likely to acknowledge the existence 
of several forms of prejudice in addi 
lion lo racism, most notably those 
based on wealth or social class, and 
appearance. Other biases students 
reported having observed include 
those based on gender, religion and 
ethnicity. 

The students offered a varicty of 
ideas on how to improve the situa- 
lion. Some suggested strong admini- 
stralive consequences, Others 
stressed the need for multicultural 
educational programs, noting that 
“prejudice is taught” and that “rules 
cannol change the way people really 
feel” Other ideas included helping 
students find alternative ways of 
dealing with anger and crealing 
activities where all students work 
together. 

Of some concern is thal more than 
half of the students who reported 
fecling stereotyped or mistreated by 
their peers said that they did nothing 
In response to this mistreatment. 
There seemed to be several reasons 
tor the decision to do nothing. Some 
students stated that they felt this was 
the best strategy, or that taking 
action would exacerbate the silua- 
tion. Others seemed to feel that there 
was nothing they could do thal would 
make a difference. 

As part of an ongoing scerics of 
programs on valuing diversily. 
Parent lo Parent is presenting a 
program for parents of middle and 
high school students on ‘Thursday, 
Feb 4. from 7:30 to 9:30 pum, at the 
hizh school. Aimajor goal of this prog- 
ram is (o examine various parenting 
strategies ta help adolescents con- 
front prejudice and stereotypes in a 
constructive way. This program is 
cosponsored by the Multicultural 
Network; finding has been provided 
by the En Ka Society. 

Dr. Hillary Turkewitz, a clinical 
psychologist who is the coordinator 
of Parent to Parent, will facilitate a 
discussion on strategies, and will 
briefly present results of the survey 
on students’ attitudes. She will also 
show a videotape entitled “Names 
Can Really Hurt Us,” This videotape. 
produced by the Anti-Defamation 
League, was shown to all middle 
school students in December. It is a 
powerlul study of a group of adoles- 
cents working on how to deal with the 
problems that arise when their peers 
have difficulty valuing differences. 

Phe school administration and stu- 
dents are working together to imple- 
ment programs and develop a plan to 
address these issues. The program 
on Feb 4 can be seen as an opportun- 
Wy for parents to work together and 
provide community-based support 
for the schools.

immediate health problems was 
removed, but fiscal shortages 
delayed the completion of the plan. 

Federally mandated laws account 
for the second and third priorities — 
the treatment plant and work at 
McCall Middle School that would 
comply with the Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act (ADA). The work at the 
middle school, estimated at $10,000, 
would include modification to sever- 
al sets of doors and work on two 
restrooms. 

Rounding out the top ten in order 
are door replacements at Lincoln 
School, refurbishing of the Fire 
Department pumper engine, 
replacement of the heating vent at 
McCall, a new police cruiser with 
strobe lights, a sewer system project, 
carpet replacement and painting in 
the School Department, and new 
backstops at Leonard, Manchester, 
and McDonald Fields.

he disagreed that money should be 
spent on backstops and the Lynch 
Field before the playing fields at 
Manchester and Skillings. “We have 
two varsity teams playing at Man- 
chester, yet $26,000 of our dollars are 
going to a practice soccer field (at 
Lynch),”’ said Powers. 

The Library Board of Trustees had 
hoped to include a major renovation 
of the Public Library in the capital 
priority list but are not included on 
the CPC list. The trustees want the 
library to undergo a major renova- 
tion just as Town Hall, the DPW 
building, and the Safety Building 
have recently undergone. 

Chairperson Ellen Browning said 
the library renovation plan includes 
reorganization, a new elevator, new 
wiring, a new furnace, air condition- 
ing, and compltance with the ADA. 
Browning said the complete renova- 
tion would cost approximately $1.7 
million. 

The implementation ofa $7 million 
treatment plant is bad timing for the 
library trustees. ‘We're all after the 
same money,” said Browning. The 
trustees will meet with the selectmen 
to attempt to convince them that 
there is a dire need for renovation at 
the library. Browning said that the 
trustees feel “very strongly about 
this”, but they were not ready to 
bypass the selectmen and appeal 
directly to Town Meeting. Browning 
said if the town’s committees are in 
opposition to the renovation the trus- 
tees “might postpone it one year.”

Both Winchester teams avenge 
early-season losses to Reading

Ah, sweet revenge. 

Last month, both Winchester High 
School basketball teams dropped 
heartbreakers at Reading, as the 
girls fell 30-29 before the boys lost on 
a last-second three pointer, 47-44. 


With the Rockets in town on Friday 
night, both the Sachems and the Sac- 
hemettes were in need of a win.

A ringside view 
on education reform 


By Rep. Paul C. Casey 


On Monday, Jan. 25, the Mass 
House of Representatives will be 
addressing the long-awaited and 
Jong-debated Education Reform Bill 

A fighter whose combination could 
deliver the knock-out punch lo Mas 
sachusetts’ educational decline may 
have arrived, but serious questions 
are lurking in the shadows. 

The Education Reform Act of 1992 
would make great strides toward 
improving standards and goals of 
both students and teachers. It is a 
momumental effort to ensure a com 
mitment to resources and money to 
each and every child, set perfor- 
mance goals for students, and moni- 
tor progress toward those goals 
through standardized tests. The bill 
offers pre-school education to 3- and 
4-year-old children. {f enacted, in 
addition to the core courses of math, 
science, English, social! studies, his- 
lory and the arts, students would 
fearn about the cultural and ethnic 
diversity of Massachusetts, be 
informed of current health issues 
like AIDS, and, at the discretion of 
the Board of Education, may partici- 
pate in community service. Compu- 
ters and telecommunications would 
be used lo enhance the learning of 
both teachers and students. 

In the 10th grade, all students 
would be required to show a ftrm 
grasp of the core courses. With direct 
Input from parents and teachers, 
individualized plans would be pro- 
vided for those students who failed to 
meet the core requirements. 

With the passage of this act, teach- 
ers over the age of 55 with more than 
25 years of credible service will be 
offered an incentive Lo retire early 
Senior educators could enjoy carly 
retirement and the schoot districts 
could hire younger leachers who 
would continue to inspire the Bay 
State's future generation, Qutstand- 
ing students entering the teaching 
field could have their student loans 
paid for by the stale 

However, in the truest tradition of 
Don King, the fight for educational 


reform poses a blinding spectacle of 
unanswered questions. 

Under the act, teachers would 
need to be recertified every five 
years Some have challenged the 
sweeping hiring and firing power 
invested in the principal of the 
schaol. School choice may provide a 
boom or bust for communities; by 
bringing in students from other dis- 
tricts, communities like ours could 
diversify the school body while pos- 


sibly expanding the curriculum with 
the extra funds allotted for those 
children. On the other hand, choice 
could financially cripple those 
schools from which students are 
flecing. 

In summary, the history of educa- 
lion in Massachusetts is replete with 
examples of both courageous and 
foolhardy attempts to alter the deliv- 
ery of education to the most precious 
of our resources ... the minds of our 
young. Yet, often the teacher is kept 
in the ring loo long without the bene- 
(itof further development: resources 
become searce and there is no incen- 
live toexcel There are no quick fixes 
lo the decline of the education for 
both teacher and students, only the 
cerlainty that if nothing is done, the 
deeline will continue. So, itis now up 
to the parents, Lhe teachers and the 
politicians lo come to a common 
ground

n an age of simplification and an 
era of whittling down conventions 
and traditions, the wedding is of- 
ten one of the last vestiges of for- 
mality and, in many cases, opu- 
lence. 

“I think of the wedding as a 
‘stretch,'"’’ explains Andy Cushner, 
owner of Mobile Video, Wellesley. 
“You're hiring people you never hire, 
taking on tasks that you're not used to 
doing. How many people have 200 
guests for a sit-down dinner?"’

According to Cushner, though, the 
story usually has a happy ending. 
“Most people pull it off because they 
hire people who do this every week.”’

traditions are carry overs from the 
19th century, the Victorian age of frills 
and unbending social rules. Of course, 
elaborate gowns, formally worded invi- 
tations and the details of protocol 
played a much more common part of 
the social scene back in those days. 
Many brides find a comprehensive eti- 
quette book to be an absolute necessi- 
ty when embarking upon their wedding 
plans. 

When Queen Victoria wore a white 
gown embellished with valuable 
Honiton lace for her own wedding in 
1840, she was dressed according to an 
already established custom, but her 
gown was nonetheless far less ornate 
than a ball gown of the epoch. Through 
the years, though, the wedding gown 
has become the most elaborate, or- 
nate, and in many cases, expensive 
dress a bride will ever own. 

The silhouettes and lengths of wed- 
ding gowns have changed gradually 
over the years, until, in the 1960s, an 
era of individualism brought a spate of 
barefoot brides in folkloric costumes 
and antique clothing to the wedding 
ceremony. It was the 1981 wedding of 
Princess Di and Prince Charles that 
pushed the wedding clothing pendulum 
back with a decided jerk. 


Many of today’s 
accepted bridal 
traditions are carry 
overs from the 19th 
century, the Victorian 
age of frills and 
unbending social rules.

It’s probably just a coincidence that 
with the tarnished sparkle of the royal 
Tomance, today’s couples are moving 
away from the strictly traditional once 
again. 

There seems ta be a trend toward 
weddings that are expressions of the 
individuality of the couples involved. 
But the major difference between the 
counterculture weddings of the ‘60s 
and '70s and today’s weddings is that 
brides and grooms are not rejecting 
formality or tradition. They are just 
bending it around their own personali- 
ties and interests.

“It's not as flamboyant.’’ 

Since his specialty boutique does 
about 40 percent of its business in 
weddings, he has a chanice to talk to 
lots of brides, who sometimes buy 
gowns, but even more often buy their 
lingerie from him. And if they are ton- 
ing down their wedding dresses, he 
notices their ideas in what to wear af- 
terwards are turning increasingly to 
things like leather and PVC vinyl latex 
clothing, which the shop carries in a 
complete array of sizes. 

Admitting that his shop is some- 
times facetiously referred to as ‘‘Fred- 
erick's of Waltham’' Vernon points out 
that he goes out of his way to make 
the glamour of a wedding available to 
every one of his customers. ‘‘‘Beauti- 
ful girls come in all sizes,’ I've always 
said in my advertising, '' 

One thing that today’s weddings 
have ia a renewed sense of the dra- 
matic. After all, the planning process 
of a wedding proceeds along the same 
lines as for a theatrical production, 
with a cast being chosen, followed by 
the setting, the costumes, the publici- 
ty, the script, and the props, Particu- 
larly in a time when, according to Andy 
Cushner's estimates, 85 to 90 percent 
of weddings are being videotaped, 
careful planning can actually make the

celebrations appear more intimate and 
spontaneous. 

When it comes to planning the vid- 
eotape itself, Cushner tries to get the 
bride and groom to give him a list of 
the guests and an indication of where 
they'll be, plus a little fact and detail 
about them. ‘‘That way I can find Ja- 
ney, the bride’s ex-roommate at table 
seven, and if she says ‘Gee, I don’t 
have anything to talk about,’ [ can say 
‘Tell about the time the two of you 
stayed awake for two days studying for 
the sociology exam.'’’ 

Of course some weddings are cho- 
sen for their theatricality anyway. 
Some couples choose to be married in 
the islands with a tropical theme, oth- 
ers will go in for an Edwardian or early 
American look. Hot air balloons, ice 
rinks, sailboats, white water rafts and 
motorcycles can all be part of a per- 
sonalized wedding with a decidedly 
dramatic flair. 

Cushner points out that the tradi- 
tional shots — the cake, the ceremo- 
ny, the tossing of the bouquet and gar- 
ter ~— all make excellent still photo- 
graphs, but can be unexciting if drawn 
out on video. For those taping wed- 
dings of friends or family member, he 
explains the 15-second rule: '‘Don't 
hold any one shot for more than 15 
seconds. Count to 15 and then end the 
shot. We’re not used to Jooking at any- 


thing that isn’t shot in short segments 
on television.’’ 

Blended with a sense of drama, a 
couple needs to work in the elements 
required in the realm of international 
diplomacy. Entrenched in her study of 
her etiquette book, the bride-to-be 
feels a kindred sense with an ambassa- 
dor at the United Nations. And if she 
has been negotiating with particularly 
difficult in-laws, she may feel up to sit- 
ting across the bargaining table from 
Saddam Hussein. 

Attention to details, budget, and 
time schedules need to be meshed 
gracefully with elegance and harmony. 
Excellent relations must be maintained 
with stationers, photographers, ba- 
kers, caterers, florists, hoteliers, min- 
isters and dress makers. And protocol 
has to be observed, above all with fam- 
ily members. In the end, it brings to 
mind the comparison between good 
hostesses and ducks, looking cool and 
calm above an unrippled surface, and 
paddling like crazy underneath, 

A philosophy to help keep it all in 
perspective just may be this snippet of 
wisdom from Robert F ulghum: “The 
truth is that perfect marriages don't 
exist any more than perfect weddings. 
When couples realize this they are free 
to work toward the greatness ~ not in 
detail, but in spirit and passion and 
love."

STAYING CALM 


Planning a wedding doesn’t have to stress you out

ntricate plans and high expecta- 
tions can often lead to a stress- 
filled pre-wedding period. 

To fight stress — and avoid 
over or under eating — experts 
offer some simple advice: exer- 

cise, cut back on snacking, and keep 
the ‘‘big day’’ in proper perspective. 

Gail LaRocca of Winchester, an 
aerobics instructor for the Winchester 
Recreation Department, advises, ''If 
your goal is to lose weight, relieve 
stress or increase stamina, step aer- 
obics is a great exercise."’ 

Many women want to begin a diet 
or firm up during their engagement, in 
preparation for the day, says LaRocca. 
One way to stick with a new exercase 
regimen is to join a class. According to 
LaRocca, the community of the group 
acts aS a support group to motivate 
and encourage other members. 

“There are days when you don't 
feel like you'll make it through the 
class, but the energy of everyone else 
and the music get you excited and 
make it easier to finish,’’ says LaRoc- 
ca. 

Aerobics is a strong cardiovascular 
workout that allows you to expend en- 
ergy, which LaRocca says allows for 
the release of stress built up during 
the day. In addition to cardiovascular 
benefits, step aerobics also requires 
concentration to follow all the instruc- 
tor's moves and keep up with the pace 
of the class. 

This type of workout also offers a 
distraction from day-to-day problems. 
LaRocca advises participating in exer- 
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cise three times per week in order to 
reap the benefits. LaRocca said partici- 
pants are usually pleased with them- 
selves when they take time to do 
something good for their bodies. The 
incentive to continue comes from 
these benefits in addition to the notice- 
able change in physical appearance, 

LaRocca does offer a word of cau- 
tion: ‘Don’t become fanatical or take 
the class in a competitive way. The 
workout should be used as a time to 
relax and heal yourself.'' 

Another great stress reliever, 
which requires less commitment but 
whose rewards are shorter-lived, is 
pampering yourself with a salon treat- 
ment. ‘People come to the salon to be 
relaxed,’’ says Freddie Speros, a styl- 
ist and manicurist at La Mirage of Ar- 
fington. 

And taking time out to get hair 
done can be very relaxing. According 
to Speros, stylists relax clients by first 
wetting down the hair, shampooing, 
and massaging the scalp. People tend 
to carry a lot of tension in the head, 
face, and neck area, said Speros. The 
stylist's goal is to relax the client by 
speaking in a slow, soft manner, while 
focusing their attention on the pamper- 
ing, thus getting the client to relax.

lon is a manicure, which is also sooth- 
ing and involves a hand massage. 
Probably the most relaxing service is 
the facial. For one hour, the client en- 
joys having her face washed, steamed, 
and massaged from the neck up, while 
listening to soft music. 

During a facial, the client is in a 
prone position, which is very conduc- 
ive to the relaxation response. Speros 
explains this response as a feeling of 
“letting go from your head down to 
your toes.” He guides the client

And Meier, who had his own en-

you don’t have to feel distressed. Al- 
lowing enough time in advance and be- 
ing willing to compromise will allow 
you to avoid a lot of problems.’’ 

Meier says partners should commit 
to sharing the planning, and not take 
on the whole task alone, so plans 
won't seem overwhelming. 

To combat the extra stress plan- 
ning 2 wedding adds to everyday life, 
Meier encourages special breathing 
techniques, which involve diaphramatic 
breathing. One technique requires a 
slow breath to be taken in until the 
count of 10 and a slow breath let out, 
also to the count of 10. This is to be 
done 10 times. 


Another technique requires a deep 
breath to be taken in and held for the 
count of 10, then let out. Take a few 
normal resting breaths and then repeat 
with the deep breath. Both techniques 
should allow you to relax. 

Regarding dieting to lose weight 
during the engagement, Meier sug- 


gests ‘‘setting realistic goals. Don't _ 


expect to alter weight more than 10 
pounds in a year’s time."’ He de- 
scribes a diet model based on a prede- 
termined caloric intake that the client 
has decided upon. A rule of thumb is to 
eat three meals a day; however, only 
eat one-third of your normal breakfast,

people to dance, hire a band that plays 
dance music.

However, many reception sites of- 
fer package deals that save time and 
legwork for those planning their wed- 
dings.

Blondin 
said the Sheraton does not include 
bands or photographers in its package, 
since people have such different indi- 
vidual tastes.

the family to corral family members 
who stray, to keep the photo session 
moving quickly. Plan candids ahead 
with the photographer and allow plenty 
of time for formal photographs, sug- 
gested Tomaccio. 

Barbara Edelstein of Priscilla’s 
Gourmet Food and Catering in Welles- 
ley, often caters receptions where 
weather is an issue. Couples planning 
an outdoor reception should have a 
secondary plan in place in case of cold 
or rain. Simple things like being sure 
there is a place for coats or covering 
the access from house to tent can 
make the day go more smoothly. 

Couples should also be sure guests 
are comfortable while formal photo- 
graphs are being taken, and should 
give the caterer a realistic time for 
starting the dinner. 

For a less formal reception, Edel- 
stein suggests ‘’grazing,’’ which peo- 
ple tend to enjoy. This involves sever- 
al food tables or stations, sometimes 
representing different countries or 
themes. 

People mingle with each other as 
they go from table to table, instead of 
being locked into a more limited seat- 
ing arrangement. There are some 
seats and tables available for those 
who don’t wish to stand, but this ar- 
rangement allows more socializing. 

While not a complete meal, as a 
buffet would be, grazing includes a 
great variety of finger food. Be sure to 
include non-alcoholic drinks for those 
who want them, as well as Perrier or 
sparkling water for toasts.

Seasonal suggestions for selecting flowers

easonal bouquets can accent 
a wedding, but during holi- 
days, seasonal flowers are 
likely to command a high 
Price. 

Local florists say wed- 
ding flowers are more often chosen to 
harmonize with the color and style of 
the wedding than with the month of 
the year. Because flowers are com- 
mercially grown all over the world, 
there is a wide range of choices 
throughout the year. 

“The bride’s bouquet is usually 
white,"’ said Emest Berardinelli, own- 
er of Remembrances Floral Design in 
Watertown. Orchids, roses and 
stephanotis are common choices. Oth- 
er flowers may be included to subtly 
pick up the accent color from the wed- 
ding. 

The style of the florist also plays a 
role in choices for bridesmaids’ bou- 
quets. While half of the attendants’ 
bouquets Just Blossoming Florist of 
Arlington creates have a seasonal 
theme, none of those by Remem- 
brances Floral Design do.

But Berardinelli said he does vary 
flowers depending on the season to 
keep costs under control. ‘‘If a bride 
wants lily-of-the-valley in September, | 
will suggest asters, heather and 
waxflowers to give the same look. 
Four or five stems of lily-of-the-valley 
will cost $75 to $100 in September 
versus $15 to $20 in May. 

‘Most brides are partial to roses,"' 
added Berardinelli. In the winter, bou- 
quet roses are often red and white. 
Near Christmas, the altar and recep- 
tion may be decorated with poinsettia. 
Holly, Christmas greenery, white lil- 
ies, stephanotis, tuberose, red ger- 
bera, daisies and red anthurium in the 
party's bouquets will enhance the holi- 
day theme. 

But even near Christmas, a bride 
might choose a different theme. This 
year, Berardinelli provided flowers for 
a wedding the day after Christmas for 
bridesmaids in aqua dresses. 

Florists caution winter weather can 
be a hazard to flowers. If the tempera- 
ture is below freezing, flowers must be 
kept in boxes in the car and brought in- 
side promptly to prevent them from 
freezing. 

In January when temperatures of- 
ten drop 20 to 30 degrees in a few 
hours, greenhouse heating bills are 
soaring as are staffing costs for the 
constant vigilance needed to ensure a 
beautiful harvest. 

‘Never get married on Valentine's 
Day,’ said Berardinelli. ‘‘It's such a

crazy day. Everyone wants flowers for 
their sweethearts. Roses will then cost 
$6 to $7 apiece instead of $3,’’ he 
said. 


During the Christmas season and 
on Mother’s Day weekend, brides will 
also pay 2 premium for seasonal flow- 
ers. 


Spring is the most common time for 
brides to choose seasonal bouquets, 
said Diane Hunter, owner of Just Blos- 
soming Florist. However, she added, 
“You can make a winter wedding into 
a beautiful spring garden." 


For a summer look, Hunter would 
suggest lilies and orchids, or a new 
trend, a wildflower bouquet. Sum- 
mer’s heat makes gardenias impracti- 
cal, but ‘‘it’s a fallacy roses do not 
hold up in the heat,"’ she said. ‘‘A high 
quality, well-conditioned rose will 
open, which enhances its beauty."" 


This fall, ‘‘jewel tones”’ like royal 
blue and teal were popular, said Hunt- 
er. To give a seasonal accent to royal 
blue dresses, she might suggest vi- 
brant yellow lilies, birds of paradise 
and pumpkin orange gerber daisies.

Mothers should blend colors, fabrics with those of bridal party

hile the mother of a 
bride might be very 
absorbed in what her 
daughter is going to 
wear at her wedding, 
she also needs to con- 
sider what she herself is going to 
wear, as does the mother of the 
groom. 

‘We like to think that both mothers 
are very important in weddings,’ said 
Margherita DiDuca Drake, the owner 
of La Sposa in Newton. Mothers of the 
bride and groom can find complete out- 
fits — gowns, shoes and accessories 
— at her store, she said. 

Once the brides select the colors 
and gowns for their bridesmaids, 
Drake said, both mothers should 
choose outfits that blend in with the 
bridal colors.

“It’s important that you coordinate 
the colors, so that you have a beautiful 
effect all the way around the wedding 
party,’’ she said. 

Linda Megaro, the owner of 
Caradonna Bridal in Newton, said she 
has recently seen many gowns in teal, 
mint, and other green and blue shades. 
“In the the past it’s been mauve, 
mauve, mauve,”’ she said. 

When choosing a design for a gown, 
Drake said there are no set rules. 

"Styles have to do with personal 
taste and the body of the person,’’ she 
said, adding that many mothers are 
buying gowns with straight skirts or 
two-piece dresses. 

Megaro said she has also seen a re- 
turn to the long, tailored look and that 
two-piece prints are popular. In addi- 
tion, she said, brocade jackets over full 
organza skirts have gone over well 
with mothers. 

A soft look, an elegant look and a 
simple, sophisticated look are all very 
popular right now, Drake said. Chiffon, 
crepe and brocade all tie in with those 
ideas. Megaro also said silk, organza 
and georgette were good fabrics. 

Accessories are also important for 
mothers, but, Drake said, it is essen-

Satin clutch purses are also good, 
she said, and beaded bags are current- 
ly popular. La Sposa also’ custom-de- 
signs headpieces mothers can wear. 
Drake recommended headpieces be 
ordered one to two months before the 
wedding. 

Nancy Erickson, owner of Maggie

Accessories are important part of bride’s wardrobe

he style of a bride's wedding 
gown is always an issue, but 
her work isn’t finished once 
she selects a dress. 
There is still the ques- 
tion of accessories, including 
the veil and/or headpiece, shoes and 
jewelry. 

Jacqueline Albanese of Allegria in 
Belmont, said cathedral-length veils 
are currently more popular than hats. 
Veil fabrics are usually coordinated to 
match the gown. Albanese said fewer 
brides are using blushers and instead 
leaving their faces uncovered.

“A headpiece is an extremely im- 
portant accessory for the bride,"’ said 
Margherita DiDuca Drake, the owner 
of La Sposa in Newton, Drake said 
choosing the right headpiece is as cru- 
cial as choosing the right gown. She 
added that the bride must try on her 
headpiece with her gown, to make 
sure they look good together. 

Crowns are big this year, Drake 
said, especially a princess-style tiara 
with a side-to-side veil. Often they are 
sequined, rhinestoned or beaded, she 
added, a look which is especially popu- 
lar for formal afternoon or evening 
weddings. 

‘Usually the girl's eyes sparkle 
with the headpiece,’’ she said. 

If a girl wears her hair up, Drake 
said, a nice look is a Juliet-style cap 
with roses or lace on it, with the veil 
underneath the cap. For very tradition- 
al weddings, she recommends a cathe-

dral-length veil. 

‘A long veil can be very dramat- 
ic,’ she said, ‘Some girls want to be 
that way and it looks quite beautiful, 
too.’” 

Drake said veils can be bustled or 
be attached with velcro, so they are 
removable. They can also have floral 
or lace appliques, she said, or lace 
which runs all the way around the veil. 

Linda Megaro, owner of Caradonna 
Bridal of Northboro, said crystal and 
beaded crowns are popular for head- 
pieces. Some also have sequins, she

said, but fewer sequins than in the 
past. Clear sequin is currently more 
popular than iridescent, 

Most veils are two-layered and flat, 
Megaro said, without any pouf, which 
is worn at the back of the head to give 
the veil height. 


“You're not going to see as many 
poofs in 1993,"’ she said. 

Gloves are popular, Albanese said, 

and are usually elbow-length and have 
fingers. 
: Megaro said gloves can be long or 
just below the elbow. She also recom- 
mended that they be in a fabric to 
match the dress, They can be plain, 
she said, or have a few beads, espe- 
cially pearls. 

For jewelry, Albanese said brides 
are wearing ‘‘more elaborate earrings, 
instead of necklaces."’ 

Megaro said drop earrings and larg- 
er earrings are popular, in different va- 
rieties of jewels. 

“Pearls will always be in, no matter 
what,"’ she said. 

Drake said jewelry depends on the 
style of the gown and the bride’s 
taste, but she said choker-type pearls 
were usually good, with earrings to 
match. Pearls can also sometimes be 
mixed with rhinestones or other small 
stones, she said, 

Shoes are usually simple, Drake 
said, but can have any type of heel. 
She said they can be plain or have lace 
appliques or beads. 

Drake said La Sposa carries every 
type of accessory, in addition to the 
gowns. She stressed the importance of 
coordinating all the bride's accessories 
with her gown. 

‘It is a gicl’s dream day and she

ictorian-style wedding 
accessories — laces, em- 
broidered ring pillows, sa- 
chets, table decorations — 
can take shape in the sewing 
room. 

The bride who creates her own 
keepsakes adds personal and senti- 
mental value to the items that ready- 
made things won't have, says Pamela 
Hastings, director of consumer educa- 
tion for Singer Sewing Company. 


Fabric-covered baskets 
filled with dried 
flowers make 
traditional and long- 
lasting centerpieces for 
the reception or other 
wedding events. Singer 
suggests using lacy 
Jabric or colored fabric 
that coordinates with 
the bridesmaids’ 
gowns.

Interesting, intricate decorations 
can be managed easily with the special- 
stitch capabilities of most modern sew- 
ing machines, she says. Most ma- 
chines have at least some decorative 
stitches, and electronic models with 
hundreds of variations give even wider 
scope for designs. 

“For example, you can actually 
make your own lace by using plain tulle 
and a variety of decorative stitches 
available on computerized sewing ma- 
chines,’’ she says. 

Stylists at Singer offer some simple 
projects for starters: 


Wedding Heart Sachet 


A sachet looped over the hanger 
holding the wedding gown can impart a 
subtle floral fragrance to the dress and

can be used in a closet or lingerie 
drawer later. 

Materials: 4 yard satin, % yard of 
quarter-inch ribbon, pre-gathered lace. 

Directions: Cut two heart shapes 
from the satin, then baste lace around 
edges of right side of the fabric of one 
heart, Make a loop with the ribbon and 
baste it to the center top of the heart 
section. Seam heart shapes together, 
right sides of fabric facing, leaving a 
small opening. Turn and fill with pot- 
pourri or cotton daubed with a few 
drops of scented oil. Slip-stitch open- 
ing.

A look at who’s taking whose name these days

hen Weston resident 
Melissa Burrage got 
marned five years 
ago, she felt strongly 
about maintaining her 
maiden name as an 
historical link to her genealogy. 

As an only child, the end of the 
family line, and one of the present resi- 
dents of the Weston home that has 
been occupied by Burrage family mem- 
bers for nearly two centuries, Burrage 
“did not want the family name to just 
drop’’ upon her marriage to Thomas 
Goodwin.

Like Burrage, many women are 
keeping their maiden names, either 
standing alone or hyphenated with 
their husband's name. And their rea- 
sons range from professional to per- 
sonal. 

The issue of choosing a name is 
mainly one considered by brides. A 
husband taking his wife's maiden 
name, even hyphenated with his own, 
is a rare occurrence. 

Modifying the historical status quo 
of assuming one’s husband's name 
upon marriage, some women prefer to 
keep their birth/maiden names to 
maintain the recognition they have 
achieved with that name. This trend is 
influenced considerably by the increas- 
ing frequency of women in post-marital 
professional careers. 

But Burrage, like many women, is 
bothered by how ‘‘society makes 
women change their names,"’ and how 
‘children automatically take the hus- 
band’s name."’ Now the parent of 
four-month old twins, Burrage wants 
her children to have her family roots as 
well as those of her husband. 

Burrage wants her children to know

that ‘‘they are not just Goodwins, but 
Burrages too,’’ and as a result named 
the twins Lydia and Zachary Burrage- 
Goodwin. Burrage feels confident that 
her children will become accustomed 
to having a long last name. 

Considerately, Burrage did not give 
either child a middle name, allowing for 
a future option to replace the hyphen- 
ated surname for separate middle and 
last names. 

“Children are products of both par- 
ents,’’ contends Burrage. ‘‘One is not 
less than the other.” 


Married several years ago, Fram- 
ingham resident Christine Florio chose 
to take her husband’s name. Because 
James Florio, a former Weston resi- 
dent, felt much more strongly about 
the name issue than she did, the for- 
mer Christine M. Novak dropped her 
maiden name, retaining her given mid- 
dle name. 

Now the mother of a daughter and 
expecting another child, Florio thinks it 
will be easier for her children if every- 
one in the family has the same last

Best Man:

“We're a little more low-key than 
some of the things that I see,’’ she 
said. 

Erickson said most of their dresses 
are made of simple fabrics with little 
more omamentation than ‘‘maybe a 
few pearls once in a while.'’ Dresses 
usually have a portrait-style collar but 
are rarely off-the-shoulder. 

Materials are usually matched to 
the bridal gown, she said. If a bride 
wears cotton, Erickson recommends 
mothers wear cotton or linen. If a 
bride wears satin, she said, a mother 
should wear a similar fabric. 

In addition to dresses, Erickson 
said her store also carries dresses with 
jackets or formal suits, with long or 
short skirts, in a softer cut than a busi- 
ness suit, A popular look is peplum, a 
waist-length jacket with a flounce, she 
said. 


Accessory-wise, Erickson said her 
shop markets a good line of earrings, 
especially pearls, and dyeable shoes. 
Erickson suggested moms buy shoes 
and dye them to match their gowns, 
and wear stockings in the same color. 


Erickson said she also designs hats, 
many of which the mother of the bride 
or groom could wear. Usually they are 
woven and covered with flowers or 
ribbons in the same fabric as the gown. 
She recommended the hats for a 
spring or summer wedding. 


"T think it’s a really smashing 
look,’’ she said. 


The most important thing for the 
mother of a bride or groom to do, 
Drake said, is plan ahead. 


“If you’re organized and you know 
what you're doing, then you're on the 
ball and you enjoy it,"’ she said.

But, she noted, those regulations 
are not hard and fast. Airlines rarely 
measure or weigh a bag to ensure that 
it is within the proper range. She said 
soft-sided luggage, even bags that ex- 
ceed the maximum dimensions, can 
usually be jammed under a seat or in 
the overhead rack. 

Ralph Pfeiffer, manager of Pfeiffer 
Travel Center in Wayland, emphasized 
the importance of baggage tags listing 
the traveler’s name, home address and 
destination, inside as well as outside 
the luggage. 

Paulette Grant, manager of Con- 
nections World Travel in Newton, sug- 
gested travelers observe ticket agents 
when they check their bags to ensure 
the proper destination tags are put on 
the luggage. 

Grant said travelers who check 
their luggage should also pack a carry- 


on bag that includes a change of 
clothes and toiletries in case their lug- 
gage does not arrive on time. Medica- 
tions, jewelry and other expensive 
items should always be carried on 
board with the traveler, travel agents 
agreed. 

“In the worst scenario, if your lug- 
gage is lost for a day or two, at least 
you can get by,”’ Grant said, 

O'Connell said travelers who travel 
on non-stop flights have a greater 
chance of their luggage arriving with 
them. 

Karen McCusker of Happy Holi- 
days Travel in Framingham said she 
sometimes suggests travelers who 
have at least an hour and a half of extra 
time between connecting flights check 
their bags only to the first destination, 
placing them on the second flight 
themselves. That is, if an individual is 
flving to Florida via Atlanta, for exam- 


ple, the traveler should check the bag 
as far as Atlanta, then remove the bag 
from the turnstile in Atlanta and re- 
check it on the subsequent flight to 
Florida. 


McCusker acknowledged that such 
a scenario ‘‘can be hectic,”’ but she 
said that travelers who have the time 
could save themselves the hassle of 
luggage that does not make it to the fi- 


nal destination. 


Grant, however, said that she 
wouldn’t recommend such a technique. 

“It's taking all the fun out of trav- 
el,’’ she said. 

In addition, she said, a layover 
which is supposed to be two hours 
long could end up being much shorter 
if the first leg of the flight is delayed, 
leaving the traveler little or no time to 
switch the bag from one flight to the 
next,

Similar “‘classica)’’ trends seem to 
apply to men’s wedding fashion, as 
well. 

“I would say people are looking for 
classic styling,’’ said Joe Dinneen, 
manager of Bonardi’s in Marlborough, 
about today’s preferences in tuxedos. 
“An updated, traditional look, The 
classic looks are making a comeback.'’

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Task Force hones in 
to combat rug thefts

A police task force on rug thefts 
hopes to change some grim statistics: 
Since 1991 more than a thousand 
Oriental rugs have been pilfered 
from homes in the Route 128-belt 
area. 


From Winchester to Needham, 
some house thieves bypass jewelry 
and television sets, selecting only the 
most valuable Oriental carpets. The 
burglars carefully move the furni- 
ture aside, rol] up the rug and walk 
away with it. 

Very few are ever recovered, say 
local police. An Oriental rug will dis- 


appear like a grain of sand into thick 
pile. 

On Jan. 22, detectives from 13 area 
police departments met with state 
police, officials from the state attor- 
ney general’s office and Federal 
Bureau of Investigation officers in

Prank leads to 
destruction of mail 


Winchester residents may want to 
make follow-up calls with their mail 
after a fire destroyed some of the 
contents of a mailbox. 

On the afternoon of Jan. 25, the 
Police and Fire Departments 
responded to a mailbox on Main 
Street that had smoke pouring out of 
it. Firefighters pried open the box 
and smothered the fire, which they 
then discovered was caused by a 
smoke bomb. 

An off-duty police officer saw two 
youths run from the box into a nearby 
apartment just prior to the start of 
the fire. Police questioned two 
youths about the fire, one of whom 
admitted to putting the smoke bomb 
in the mail box as a prank. 

According to Superintendent of 
Postal Operations John Meuse, 
approximately 100 letters were in the 
box at the time of the fire. Sixty were 


slightly discolored and were sent to 
the addressee. For about 33 pieces of 
mail, postal employees had to do 
some investigative work. With these 
pieces, postal employees were able 
to find the address or return address 
and sent the mail in a new envelope 
with a letter of explanation. 

Approximately seven pieces of 
mail were destroyed beyond recogni- 
tion, said Meuse. He advised anyone 
who mailed a letter at the mailbox at 
G00 Main Street between 3 p.m. on 
Jan. 23 and 3 p.m. on Jan. 25 to call 
the intended recipient to confirm 
that the mail arrived. 

Police have not filed charges but 
U.S. postal inspectors have been 
called in to investigate. “It’s a feder- 
al offense to tamper with the mail, 
and that’s tampering,” said Meuse.

Winchester Hospital 
adjusts to changing 
health care system

In an attempt to meet the inevit- 
able changes in America’s health 
care system, Winchester Hospital is 
undergoing a major building and 
management restructuring. 

At the Jan. 21 Chamber of Commer. 
ce breakfast, Eugene Loubier dis- 
cussed the new look of Winchester 
Hospital. Loubier, who had previous: 
ly been president of Winchester Hos- 
pital, Winchester Healthcare Enter- 
prise, and Winchester Healthcare 
Management, is, as of December, 
president only of the latter. Winches- 
ter Healthcare Management, Inc. is 
the parent corporation of Winches- 
ter Hospital and its affiliates. 

Stephen Laverty, who had been 
executive vice president, was 
elected president of Winchester 
Hospital. 

Loubier told the Chamber that he 
had been “spread very thin” when he 
had been holding several positions. 
Loubier said the changes were made 
to run the hospital more efficiently 
and did not reflect any dissatisfac- 
tion with the management. “There 
really isn’t a whole Jot to talk about,” 
said Loubier of the management 
restructuring. “I'm still the 
boss... I'm not going anywhere.” 

In addition to personnel changes, 
the hospital is undergoing some 
physical changes. In the past few 
years, Winchester Hospital has 
opened up additional health facili- 
ties in Winchester, Woburn, Wil- 
mington, and, sometime this spring, 
Reading. These facilities offer inpa- 
tient services such as ultrasounds, 
physical therapy, and an imaging 
center. Loubier said satellite offices 
were the way of the future for 
Winchester Hospital because the 
offices were more accessible, 
because there was no room to 
expand on Highland Avenue, and 
because of cost considerations. 

Loubier said that many of the 
! galth services that had previously 
been done inpatient by hospitals will 
soon be done outpatient. Loubier 
pointed out that Children’s Hospital 
was filled only to 60 percent occu- 
pancy. “That was unheard of just 5 or 
6 years ago,” said Loubier. “Pediatr- 
ics is no longer an inhouse servi- 
ce... We continue to see a shrinking

hospital system across the nation.” 

Ambulatory operations cost 60 per- 
cent of an {npatient operation, noted 
Loubier. And, he added, running a 
hospital in the 90s will require a con- 
cern about the computation of costs. 
“We used to not worry about the 
cost ... that’s rapidly changing,” said 
Loubier. 

The cost and quality of health care 
will be equal concerns in the future. 
“Hospitals are going to have to sur- 
vive in an environment like the rest 
of you do — offering a good product 
at a good price,” Loubier told the 
Chamber members. 

Loubier said the goal of Winches- 
ter Hospital's additional facilities is 
to offer the same services that the 
main hospital offers. “We have to 
make sure the pencil pushers don’t 
forget that the purpose we exist at 
Winchester Hospital is for patients,” 
said Loubier. 

Loubter says he sees a difficult 
time with major changes ahead for 
the health care industry. Loubier 
told the Chamber he doesn’t think 
President Clinton will be able to 
make the changes in health care as 
quickly as he had promised during 
his campaign, saying the problems 
are “much too complex for 100 days. 
In five years we'll sit back and say 
these are the good old days,” said 
Loubier.

Super interviews yield clues to personalities

Ata speical meeting, School Com- 
mittee members sought to find out 
whether energetic Raynham super- 
intendent Eileen Williams or relax- 
ed Duxbury superintendent Donald 
Kennedy would meet the town’s 
needs for a new superintendent. 

In a surprise twist to the months of 
search for a new superintendent, 
Williams pulled herself out of con- 
tention, leaving the school commit- 
tee back at square one. 

The two finalists were inter- 
viewed, and for over an hour apiece 
fielded questions from the School 
Committee on Jan. 20. 

“What I'm looking for is acommun- 
ity with a commitment to excellence 
in education, and to teaching all of its 
students,” said Williams. For six 
years the superintendent in Ray- 
nham, she holds a doctorate in edu- 
cational administration from North- 
eastern University, and has 21 years 
of experience in schools, 17 in 
administration. 

Williams reported that the finan- 
cial picture in Raynham is now 
bleak. In the past three years, Wil- 
liams has faced annual seven per- 
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© Holy St Jude, Apostle & Martyr, great In 
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CAT. 
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cent budget cuts, and has laid off 25 
percent of school staff. 

“If you are interested in someone 
who specializes in communities, you 
should took at me,” Kennedy told the 
committee. For nine years he has 
served as superintendent in Dux- 
bury, a South Shore community with 
a school system the same size as 
Winchester's. In that time, the per- 
centage of students attending college 
has risen from 74 to 94 percent, he 
said, and the dropout rate has 
declined from 4 percent to one 
percent. 


“I’m proud of what we've been able 
to do on meager funding," said Ken- 
nedy, who holds a doctorate from 
Harvard School of Education. Ken- 
nedy previously spent 20 years in the 
Weston Schools, first as a history 
teacher, then in administrative posi- 
tions, including assistant superin- 
tendent and acting superintendent. 


When asked how she would meet 
the challenge of a school system 


“Do you believe the American edu- 
cational system is in need of funda- 
mental changes?” asked committee 
member James Evans. 

Williams said she believes track- 
ing decisions are made far too early, 


and also that more attention needs to 
be paid to gathering input from the 
community and parents. 

“I do not think any schools are 
good enough for the 21st century,” 
replied Kennedy. “The world is 
changing, and the schools have not 
changed. They need to get better and 
different." He sees a need for more 
active learning, interdisciplinary 
studies and a shift in the teacher's 
role away from information-givers to 
guides or facilitators. 

Kennedy said he worked to remain 
highly involved with town officials in 
his present position. His work in 
Duxbury included securing grants 
for joint school administration and 
town department trainings, working 
with the police chief to get a public 
drinking bylaw to reduce adolescent 


~ beach drinking and auto fatatities, 


and before the town manager posi- 
tion was created, started quarterly 
meetings of town department mana- 
gers. Also, the Duxbury schools now 
bring senior citizens to school plays 
and concerts. 

“We spend more than half the 
town’s money. We should provide 
leadership for serving the under- 
served sectors of the community,” 
said Kennedy. 
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twice the size of Raynham's and 
assume responsibility for a high 
school as well, Williams emphasized 
her leadership and management 
skills. ‘‘What’s most important in an 
administrative position is to manage 
the daily business,” she said. 
“Whether the school population is 
1,400 or 2,800, what you do is not ter- 
ribly different.” 

Williams summarized her curricu- 
lum innovations as incorporating 
much more development of critical 
thinking. Science, social studies, and 
math are much more “hands-on” and 
elementary special education child- 
ren are now in regular classes full 
time, receiving assistance from 
“model students”, said Williams. 

There are similar developments in 
Duxbury, reported Kennedy, New 
ninth grade courses there include 
Practical Physics, which uses objects 
found in basements and garages to 
teach the principles of physics, and 
the team-taught history, literature, 
and the arts, which is now the 
required English course. 


Rabid raccoon 
attacks dog, owner

The rabies virus is getting uncom- 
fortably close to the town of Winches- 
ter as a wildly aggressive raccoon 
was found to be infected in Arlington 
last week. 

According to Arlington police and 
health officials, a bellicose raccoon 
that attacked a dog and its owner last 
week and was subsequently destroy- 
ed was infected with a Mid-Atlantic 
strain of the viral disease, which has 
working its way up the castern 
United States for the last several 
years. 

According to Arlington Police 
Director John Carroll, two reports, 
one from a Newport Street address 
and another from a Pine Ridge Road 
address, were received by police last 
week. 

Arlington resident George Paico- 
poulos and his English Setter were 
involved in the incident, but Health 
Director Walter Galvin said only the 
dog was bitten. According to Galvin, 
the setter was up-to-date on all its 
shots at the time of the incident but 
will have to quarantined for three 
months. 

According to Arlington officials, 
the raccoon was destroyed by the 
Police Department. Police also 
received a separate report thal a rac- 
coon had bitlen a dog and tried lo 
bite the person that was with it. 

Police and health officials believe 
the same raccoon may have been 
seen in the two instances, because 
the two locations are in the same 
neighborhood. 


“That could have been the same 
raccoon,’ Carroll said, noting that 
there is a substantial amount of 
space in the neighborhoed for rac- 
coons to roam. “There's a good bit of 
open space for animals up there.” 

According to Galvin, the destroyed 
raccoon was sent to the state Depart- 
ment of Public Health on Monday to 


be tested. 3 

Galvin described the behavior of 
the raccoon as “aggressive” in 
nature. ‘ 

“It was acting in an aggressive 
manner when they got it,” Health 
Director Walter Galvin said. “The 
thing made a screeching noise when 
it went after him.” 

More than a dozen rabid raccoons 
have been found in Massachusetts in 
the past several months, including 
some in Belmont. 

“To date there have been no inci- 
dents in town,” said Lt. Kenneth 
Albertelli of the Winchester Police 
Department. 

Last month, two skunks were 
destroyed in an East Arlington neigh- 
borhood afler reports that the pair 
was fighting and behaving strangely. 
Damage done (o the brains of the ani- 
mals was too substantial for effective 
lests to be performed on them, local 
officials say. 

The rabies virus is potentially let- 
hal, and health officials are warning 
residents in the region to be cautious 
when interacting with wild animals. 
Trash cans should be sealed tight 
and extreme care should be taken 
whenever an animal exhibiting 
unusual or aggressive behavior is 
encountered, Galvin said. 

Raccoons. skunks, dogs, cats and 
foxes are among the animals that aré 
known to carry the rabies virus.

“Names can really hurt,” a prog- 
ram cosponsored by the Multicultur- 
al Network and Parent-to-Parent, 
will be held on Thursday, Feb. 4, 
from 7:30 to 9:30 p.m. at Winchester 
High School.

Often the fear of offending a 
friend or becoming a target of ridi- 
cule prevents one from saying any- 
thing, perhaps thinking of the “per- 
fect” comeback hours later.

Amajor focus of the evening will be 
developing strategies for parents, 
aiming to foster a climate of under- 
standing and appreciation of differ- 
ences of all kinds.

The Winchester Scholarship 
Foundation is a voluntary non-profit 
organization supported solely by the 
efforts of the community to enable 
higher education for graduates of 
Winchester Public Schools who wish 
to continue their schooling at insti- 
tutions of higher learning. The stu- 
dents’ choices range from communi- 
ty colleges, state colleges, small and 
larege private colleges and universi- 
ties to nursing, secretarial vocation- 
al and technical schools across the 
country. To recieve aid, a student 
must have acceptance at an accre- 
dited schoo! or college, must have 
demonstrated positive characteris- 
tics which include ambition, willing- 
ness to work to help oneself, and 
participation in extracurricular acti- 
vites, and service to other, and have 
a financial need to augment thier 
personal resource to meet ever 
increasing tuition rates. A Scholar- 
ship Committee consisting of two 
men and two women and the princi- 
pal of the high school, with the aid of 
an experienced university officer, 
determine the awards. All financial 
information submitted by an applic- 
ant and his family is guarded with 
the highest confidentiality by the 
committee. Application forms for 
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assistance are available in the high 
school office. As the proven need of a 
larger number of students increases 
each year, so does the foundation’s 
need for funds to met the requests. 

Carol Kent, chairperson of the 
Scholarship Committee during the

root, insecurity and egoism.

~ isthe 1990's and we have finally risen 

above the issue of skin color — 
~ haven‘t we?” 

So long as petty day to day discri- 
mination divides our town politically 


— so long as my street is better than 
yours” — so long as we harass the 
editors of our papers when we read 
something we do not like — so long as 
we “ege” the cars and campaign 
signs of Winchester political hope- 
fuls, we are sending deeply negative 
value judgements to our next 
generation. 

Consuelo Donohue of the Ambrose 
School said it best in her essay hon- 
oring Martin Luther King. “My fami- 
ly has taught me, by their example, 
the importance of respect for all peo- 
ple — and you learn and grow as a 
person by respecting differences.” 

Pretty strong stuff for a fourth 
grader — yet it is perhaps the most 
fundamental of values. 

We often feel that the superior 
physical characteristics of Winches- 
ter mirror our own personal values. 
They don’t really for they were put 
here long before you and I were. 

All they accurately reflect is our 
ability to buy into a perceived ideal 
for ourselves and our families. It is 
up to each of us to add the human 
ingredient which will elevate 
Winchester into the caring and 
human community of ancient reputa- 
tion. 

We can solve 90 percent of our 
human problems if we remember the 
importance of respect for each indi- 
vidual in our town regardless of race, 
religion, political persuasion — the 
color he paints his house and 
whether he does his lawn once a 
week!

Early this morning my 8-year-old 
walked toward the front door 
muffled to the eyeballs, took one look 
at me in my robe and said, “Boy, you 
got the life.” 

I got the life, all right, 1 think, look- 
ing out at all that cold; but it’s not 
because I get to work at home. The 
way I see it, I got the life because 
unlike students everywhere, I’m not 
getting ready for midterms. 

It’s true that many colleges held 
midterms some time ago, having craf- 
tily packaged their academic year 
into two bite-sized semesters, the 
first running October to December, 
and the second February to April. 
This practice has allowed them to 
pour more money into the marketing 
techniques they use to separate 
parents from the $100,000 a year in 
tuition and at the same time save on 
extraneous expenses like hiring 
faculty.

Today, the author of many letters 
to the editor as well as the subject of 
a fair number of Star articles, Mau- 
reen Winn, died from complications 
due to more than 30 years of multi- 
ple sclerosis (MS). Legally blind, she 
could not read, and she could not 
use her arms or hands to write, but 
she communicated prodigiously with 
the world via her telephone and 
many helpers. She had many 
“causes” and pursued them all with 
amazing persistence, right up to the 
President of the United States if 
necessary. 

Her life was a battle to remain 
independent, to run her life and her 
home. In every thing she did, she 
wanted to be “like normal people”. 
She cared about many people, and 
loved a good party — St. Patrick’s 
Day brunches to her annula trek to 
the Marathon.

Musie was her joy, along with her 
deep religious faith. The ptano bar 
at the Hotel Lenox was her social 
event of the week, or else a folk mass 
at Mission Church, or a mass at St. 
Eulalia’s. One of her many “causes” 
was a one-woman campaign to have 
“God Bless America” officially 
named as a alternate National 
anthem, for its beauty and “singabil- 
ity.” Another was trying to get the 
Grove Street bridge repaired. 

For decades she lobbied at state 
and national levels for handicapped 
legislation of all kinds, supporting 
such bills as the Architectural Bar- 
riers Law and Americans with Disa- 
bilities Act. 

Many helped Maureen; few who 
met her will easily forget her 
struggle or her determination. She 
also loved poetry, and wrote more 
than 50 poems. The one I have 
enclosed highlights her feelings so 
well — “Lost Horizons”. 

Thanks to all you who helped Mau- 
reen to live “like normal people”. 
She would want you to continue your 
good work.

26-13, override Governor Weld’s veto 
of a third and final section of the 
budget relating to the doubling of the 
deeds excise tax from $2.28 per 
$1,000 to $4.56 per $1,000.

Reached at her office in Raynham, 
Williams told the Star that she was 
reluctant to relocate. “My husband 
and I discussed it at length and 
decided we didn't want to relocate 
north of the city,” she said. Williams 
said she was serious when she 
applied for the postition, but after 
examining the situation as a finalist, 
she decided the position was not 
right for her. “I hope my actions 
don’t lead anyone to think I don’t like 
Winchester. I just don’t think it is the 
right fit for me now,” said Williams. 

Williams, the superintendent in 
Raynham, also told the Star she was 
one of four finalists in the search for 
the superintendency in Duxbury, 
where the other candidate, Dr. 
Donald Kennedy, is now serving. 
Kennedy has told the Duxbury 
School Committee that he is leaving 
Duxbury atthe end of the school year 
regardless of whether he is given the 
job in Winchester. 

School Committee members voted 
to postpone any decision on the 
superin‘endency until their next 
meeting on February 9. 

Because the School Committee 
members had no time to react to the 
turn of events, they did not say what 
their next step would be, but there 
are several options they could take:

Needham to form a regional Oriental 
Rug Task Force, explained Need- 
ham Police Detective Sgt. Albert 
Droney. 

“There was a huge exchange of 
information at this meeting. We 
came away with a lot more than we 
expected,” said Winchester's Detec- 
tive Lt. James Pierce. 

The group discussed the crime 
spree and a new invisible coding sys- 
tem that may make rug recovery a 
reality. 

“We are trying to share informa- 
tion between the departments, so we 
can get some consistency and can 
focus on the perpetrators,” said 
Droney. 

By looking at patterns in the 
crimes, and checking up on people 
arrested for such rug larcenies in the 
past, police hope to get an idea of 
who the perpetrators might be, Dro- 
ney explained. 

Using information gathered from 
the victims of Oriental rug thefts 
across the region, police compared 
the circumstances of the burglaries. 

The results are discouraging to 
Det. Pasquale Cerasuolo from the 
Wellesley Police Department. 

“There is no common denominator 
to the burglaries. The victims’ rugs 
were not new, they do not use the 
same insurance carrier, the rugs 
were not cleaned recently,” said 
Cerasuolo. 

Even the homes hit are different; 
some are average-sized homes, 
others, stately mansions. Not every 
rug stolen has been visible from the 
outside. The thieves apparently 
know who has valuable rugs and who 
does not. 

Police also compared the different 
methods used in the break-ins. 

Often the thieves cut electric and 
telephone wires to a home, disabling 
all but the fanciest of alarm systems. 
In other cases, they smash down the 
door and disable the alarm once 
inside. 

“The only thing that ties the thefts 
together is the rugs,” said Cerasuolo. 
“In my opinion, the thefts are being 
carried out by individuals, but they 
are working for a common cause." 

That cause is the black market. 

Oriental rugs are often worth tens 
of thousands of dollars. Imported 
from India, China, Pakistan, Turkey, 
Afghanistan, Romania, Nepal and 
Iran, the rugs that are the most valu- 
able are the ones that are the most 
difficult to find, according to Steve 
Boodakian of Koko Boodakian & 
Sons in Winchester, a carpet store 
specializing in Oriental rugs. 

Top-quality Iranian rugs generally 
demand the highest value. Until 
recently, Iranian law prohibited the 
export of large rugs, which had to be 
smuggled out of the country. Equally 
fine rugs from countries with easier 
access to American markets, espe- 
cially those with favored nation sta- 
tus — which can market their pro- 
duct in this country legally and 
without high tariffs — are worth 
much less, Boodakian said. 

Other factors play into the rug’s 
value; its condition, the cost of labor 
where its wool was hand woven, its 
age (Oriental carpets can mature like 
a fine wine) and the quality of the 
craftsmanhip and materials, Booda- 
dan noted. 

Abrand new Oriental rug, nine feet 
by twelve feet, averages between 
$800 and $15,000, Boodakian said.

The high prices Oriental rugs com- 
mand are driving the increased 
thefts of the precious floor covers. 

Winchester has had five house- 
breaks where rugs were stolen since 
September, according to Pierce. In 
the past, breaks have occurred in 
waves, hitting one neighborhood or 
town for several months, then moving 
on to the next. 

Police hope to combat the thefts by 
making recovery of stolen Oriental 
rugs easter. The main problem is 
there are so many Oriental rugs on 
the market, so many patterns and col- 
ors, that only experts can identify a 
recovered rug. 

And with homeowners’ vague 
descriptions of their Oriental rugs, 
the experts usually fall. Even home- 
owners themselves often cannot rec- 
ognize their recovered rugs. 

“A couple of years ago, three or 
four rugs were stolen from a Welle- 
sley man. A few months later,” Cera- 
suolo said, “he was at a flea market 
in New Hampshire and he bought his 
own rugs back without even realizing 
it.” 

The task force recommends that 
Oriental rug owners photograph the 
carpets, measure their exact dimen- 
sions and get them appraised. The 
documentation helps police and 


Oriental rug experts identify recov- 


ered property. 

Police also hope to publicize a 
relatively new coding system for the 
rugs, which makes recovery easier, 
explained Needham’s Droney, 

The program, initiated through the 
Oriental Rug Retailers of America 
and the FBI, tags the rugs with an 
identification number printed in 
indelible, invisible ink. 

“Computers crunch numbers,” 
said Cerasuolo, “that’s what they do. 
We can’t put a general description of 
a stolen rug into the computer, so we 
enter the identification number.” 

The number refers the FBI to the 
store where the rug was registered. 
The store includes its own numbers 
in the sequence, identifying the own- 
er of the rug. 

Police deferred questions about 
how the system works to Boodakian. 

The project, called Theft Report- 
ing and Identification Program, or 
TRIP, will undetectably mark a rug, 
so if it is stolen and turns up some- 
where, law enforcement agents can 
trace it back to its owner, explained 
Boodakian. 

“Every week I try to evaluate (sto- 
len) rugs for people based on no 
information,” Boodakian said. 

“They might have an old photo of a 
child opening a Christmas present on 
the rug or some cleaning records and 
I try to describe the rug.” 

Boodakian, who codes rugs for his 
customers, said it costs only a small 
fee and is usually included as part of 
his appraisal. He will be asked to 
speak at the next meeting of the task 
force, according to Plerce. 

The TRIP program also includes a 
window sticker announcing that the 
rugs are marked with the TRIP 
system. 

Not all appraisers will register an 
Oriental rug, and police warn that 
only the most reputable rug dealers 
should be trusted. 

The best way to choose an apprais- 
eris to pick someone who has been in 
business for a long time. A personal 
reference from a friend who trusts 
the business is also valuable, police 
explained.

RIGHTS ACTIVIST 

Maureen (O'Connell) Winn, active 
proponent of handicapped legisla- 
tion, died Saturday, Jan. 23, in Sym- 
mes Hospital, Arlington. She was 50. 

A native of Boston, Mrs. Winn gra- 
duated from Arlington High School 
and studied psychology for three 
years through Harvard University’s 
Extension School. In June of 1976, 
she earned a bachelor’s degree in 
public and community service from 
the University of Massachusetts at 
Boston and, in the fall of 1981, con- 
tinued her education, through the 
Kennedy School of Politics' course 
“America’s Handicapped.” 

Mrs. Winn worked for two years as 
a secretary for the John Hancock 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. in Boston 
before becoming employed in 1963 at 
the National Grange Mutual Insur- 
ance Co. of Belmont, where she was 
secretary to the district claims 
manager. 

In August of 1974, she became the 
coordinator of the Disabled Student 
Services department of Boston Uni- 
versity, a position she held for two 
years. Mrs. Winn’s affiliation with 
handicapped services and support 
did not, however, end there. 

A Hfelong proponent of hand- 
icapped legislation, she, by her own 
account, “worked to change the ine- 
quity in existing disabilities legisla- 


tion” by the formulation of the social 
security bill HR 5151. 

While in Washington, she was 
invited before the President's Com- 
mission on Multiple Sclerosis to 
speak on this bill, and was welcomed 
at three of the commission’s meet- 
ings. This input, Mrs. Winn later 
wrote, “was instrumental in inclu- 
sion of socioeconomic impact of MS 
in (the commission’s) final report.” 

She was invited to speak every con- 
secutive year from 1973 to 1977 in 
front of the President's Commission 
on Employment of the Handicapped, 
and testified for more than 10 years 
on handicapped legislation at 
numerous other professional and 
political gatherings. 

In addition to serving as legislative 
chairperson of the Massachusetts 
Council of Organizations with Hand- 
icapped, Mrs. Winn was the chair- 
person of the Legislative Committee 
of the Massachusetts Chapter of the 
National Multiple Sclerosis Society, 
for which she also served as a board 
member. 

She was a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Association of Paraplegics, 
a board member of Heaven’s Child- 
ren and, from 1986 to 1988, served as 
Heaven's Children’s legal advisory 
chairperson. 

Throughout her lifetime, Mrs. 
Winn also participated in various 
other handicapped rights and ser- 
vices advocate groups. She was the 
governor's appointee to the Architec- 
tural Barriers Board of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, and a member 
of the Patient Service Committee of 
the Massachusetts Chapter of the 
National Multiple Sclerosis Society; 
the Governor's Special Commission 
of the Handicapped; the MBTA’s 
Special Needs Advisory Committee; 
the Applied Resource Integration 
Committee to Develop Alternative 
Transportation Systems for the 
Handicapped; the Supplemental 
Security Income Task Force; and the 
Human Service Advisory Council. 

Mrs. Winn also was the former legi- 
slative chairperson of MAP, a dele- 
gate to the American Coalition of 
Citizens with Disabilities and past 
president of MCOH. 

In addition to numerous other 
endeavors, she wrote a monthly col- 
umn for ATOMS NEWS, discussing 
legislation and other pertinent infor- 
mation for the disabled, and drafted, 
lobbied for or helped achieve the 
successful enactment of 25 legisla- 
tive items. 

Mrs. Winn received much recogni- 
tion for her work in behalf of hand- 
icapped citizens. In addition to vari- 
ous other awards, she was awarded 
the MCOH Distinguished Service 
Award and the Easter Seal Award, 
both in 1974, and was named one of 
Boston Jaycee’s ten outstanding 
young leaders in the Boston area in

Overview 

Under the direction of William 
Marks, the overall theme in the sci- 
ence curriculum from the sixth grade 
at McCall through senior year is 
“hands on” science. The underlying 
principle is that what students see 
and observe firsthand will enable 
them to more quickly and concretely 
grasp abstract concepts. The curricu- 
lum moves from a direct approach, 
encouraging observational skills 
through asking specific questions 
during the early middle years to a 
more abstract level by senior year. 
The future 

Frameworks for the science curri- 
cula of the future are being deve- 
loped by such organizations as the 
National Science Teachers Associa- 
tion and the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 
Future approaches may be oriented 
toward an integrated study of all the 
scientific disciplines at each grade 
level rather than the current struc- 
ture based on teaching one discip- 
line one year and different discip-

lines in subsequent years. It is 
anticipated that the curriculum of 
the future will also be more technolo- 
gy based, Based largely on the work 
of these two organizations, initia- 
tives are also underway in Massa- 
chusetts to improve science educa- 
tion and to move science curriculum 
into the future. 

Sixth grade science curriculum 

McCall's sixth grade teachers are 
implementing a new science prog- 
ram this year, “Science Plus: Tech- 
nology and Society.” The program 
was selected after a yearlong review 
of the latest in science textbooks and 
materials for use in middle schools. 
The review included participation in 
a variety of workshops sponsored by 
a number of publishers and atten- 
dance at the National Science 
Foundation convention in Boston 
last April. The program includes a 
textbook, student workbook and 
materials for scientific experiments. 
The “Science Plus” text is illustrated 
with up-to-date photography and 
dynamic graphics. 

The content and approach of the 
program is designed to teach science 
the way students learn best — by 
thinking, talking, reading and writ- 
ing about what they do and discover. 
“Hands on” activities take up about 
30 to 40 percent of class time. The 
program emphasizes concept and 
skill development over memoriza- 
tion of facts. Units of study include 
science and technology, patterns of 
living things, “It's a Small World” 
(mleroscopic organisms), tempera- 
ture and heat, and our changing 
earth. Throughout all of these units, 
students use the scientific method 
and regularly work cooperatively in 
small groups to solve problems. 

In addition to the classroom currl- 
culum, this year’s 6th graders will be 


viewing “Antarctica” at the Museum 
of Science on Jan. 29. This experi- 
ence will be integrated into the sci- 
ence program with possible tie-ins to 
writing and other curriculum areas. 
McCall Middle School 

Earth science 

curriculum 


The 8th grade students at McCall 
follow the “hands on” approach to 
science education used throughout 
the secondary curriculum. To accom- 
plish this, the 8th grade earth science 
program includes field trips, class- 
room demonstrations, laboratory 
work, and videotapes from the PBS 
series ‘Earth Revealed.” 

It all begins with a field trip to 
Horn Pond in the beginning of the 
year. The students see the terrain in 
an entirely new way on a repeat trip 
in the spring after Intensive coursew- 
ork in topographic maps, meteorolo- 
gy, rock and mineral identification, 
geology, and earth history. Addition- 
al field trips also reinforce the learn- 
ing experience. 

Topographic maps 

The purpose of the topographic 
maps unit is to develop basic map 
and reading skills. Latitude and lon- 
gitude are explained along with dis- 
tance measurement using different 
scales. Topographic contour lines 
are introduced as a method to all 
height to an otherwise two- 
dimensional map. In a lab exercise, 
the students solve a word problem 
and make their own map. This exer- 
cise provides an introduction to 
physical geography and using map to 
communicate sclentific data. 
Meteorology 

The object of the meteorology unit 
{s to understand the processes of 
weather and climate in today’s 
world. Energy is studied beginning 
with the sun and its effect on wind 
and the hydrologic cycle of evapora- 
tion, rainfall and runoff. Lab experi- 
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ments simulate a cloud in a clear 
plastic bottle. Students can then 
observe how it condenses to form 
dew. Students measure pressures 
and temperatures to calculate the 
dew point. This experiment helps 
students to understand that there are 
scientific principles involved in 
weather prediction which results in 
climates — past, present and even 
future. 


Rocks and minerals 

The rocks and minerats unit begins 
at atomic fevel and introduces stu- 
dents to the periodic table of ele- 
ments. In the laboratory, hands-on 
mineral identification is taught 
using the properties of color, streak, 
luster, crystal form, hardness, taste 
and reaction to diluted hydrochloric 
actd. The students learn to fill out a 
data sheet on their observations and 
to use a flow chart or a key to help 
them identify the mineral. After they 
have mastered the minerals, they get 
a chance to classify rocks based on 
their mineral composition and tex- 
ture. The rock classification brings 
jn a new factor; the genesis or origin 
of the rock In this way, students are 
introduced to different classification 
systems which requires them to think 
how the rocks are formed. 


Geology 

The geology unit begins by “build- 
ing the earth” through mountain 
building, volcanic lava flows, and the 
shifting of large plates of the earth's 
crust; and “then tearing it down" by 
the processes of weathering and ero- 
sion. A classroom demonstration of 
the power of erosion used “stream 
tables which model rivers and shore- 
lines which can be changed by chang- 
ing the flow of water over them.

Eppig began swimming in the 
summer after his fourth grade, in 
a Recreation Department prog- 
ram in Shaker Heights, Ohio. He 


swam in the town's summer prog- 
ram for three years before joining 
the U.S.S. (United States Swim- 
ming) program when he entered 
seventh grade. 


When his father was trans- 
ferred during Eppig’s freshman 
year, the family moved to 
Winchester. Eppig immediately 
found a home on the Sachem 
swim team, where he became a 
consistent event winner even as a 
freshman. His times in both the 
200 and 500 freestyle races were 
good enough to qualify for the 
North Sectional swimming 
championships. 

The swim structure in Massa- 
chusetts differs from in Ohio, 
where all swimming is done 
under the U.S.S. banner. In Mas- 
sachusetts, a swimmer can swim 
for a club team and a high school 
team, but can’t exceed three 
hours per day of practice or 
competition. 

The biggest difference, of 
course, was adapting to Winches- 
ter’s infamous 5:30 a.m. practice 
sessions.

Dear Jim: Under some conditions, 
the carburetor would be the cure, 
but not in your situation. The 
problem of raw gasoline mixing 
with engine oil occurs when the 
engine is run on short trips in cold 
weather with a rich, sticky choke 
that leaks gasoline into the engine. 
This will cause poor performance 
and black smoke from the tailpipe. 
A faulty ignition system can also 
cause the same condition as can the 
electronic fuel injection system on

overlooked item on cars and trucks 
with mechanical fuel pumps is the 
rubber diaphragm that pumps the 
fuel from the tank and pushes it into 
the carburetor, When the rubber 
diaphragm is damaged, it can leak 
gasoline into the oil or on the 
ground -~ at the sacrifice of engine 
performance, 


Dear Doctor: | own a 1988 Olds 
Delta with a 3.8liter, V-6 engine. 
My problem is poor heat. [ do most 
of my own work and would like to 
change the thermostat but can't 
find it.

Dear Nick: The thermostat on 
your engine is located in the intake 
manifold, Follow the top radiator 
hose to the engine and you will find 
the thermostat housing, which is 
held by one bolt. There is a rubber 
O-ring that must be replaced. 

The thermostat may be only a 
part of the problem. After you have 
drained the radiator, look inside and 
check the tube for calcium buildup, 

This is a common problem and 
will cause poor circulation, hot 
spots in the engine, and poor heat. 
Don't forget to check the heater 
control valve in the heater hose and 
the heater contro} cable. 

And a word of caution: Never 


open the radiator cap on a hot 
engine. You can get severely 
burned. 


Dear Doctor: | hope you can help 
me. | own a 1988 VW Fox and the 
windows ice up on cold nights on 
the inside. I took the car to the 
dealer and they said the wate: was 
leaking in from rain or when I wash 
the car, After a closer look, the rugs 
on both sides, front and rear were 
wet. They told me the seats and 
rugs had to come out and the 
interior dried. The trunk also has to 
be checked. Then comes the water 
test. One person is in the car with a 
flashlight, while another waters 
down the car with a hose, one 
section at a time. They say this is 
the only way they can find the leak. 
Are they telling the truth?
